TROUT CAUGHT IN INYO-MONO WATERS 


Biggest fish caught in the Inyo-Mono area during the 
1957 season was an 18 |b. 9 oz. Brown Trout caught on 
Silver Lake October 12. Donald Campbell of Fremont, Cali- 
fornia, was the fortunate fishermen who hooked and landed 
this fine trophy on a No. 8 bucktail fly. That trout had a 
length of 34 inches and a girth of 20 inches. 

Second place honors were taken by Bob Miller of Mono 
County who caught a 13 lb. 2 oz. trout on McGee Creek 
August 20. 

Here are the big fish leaders for the past five years. With 
the exception of two winners from Crowley Lake, all have 
been from different waters. All of them have been Brownies. 


1953—18 Ib. 9 oz. Brown Trout caught on Crowley Lake 
by Mrs. Gladys Walker of Altadena (now living at 
Hot Creek). 

1954—14 Ib. Brown Trout caught on June Lake by Thomas 
K. Stalhut of Los Angeles. 

1955—17 Ib. 5 oz. Brown Trout caught on Crowley Lake by 
Jack Leavitt of Northridge. 

1956—19 Ib. 9 oz. Brown Trout caught on Convict Lake by 
R. L. “Buck” Ellis of Los Angeles. 

1957—18 lb. 9 oz. Brown Trout caught on Silver Lake by 
Donald Campbell of Fremont. 

It may be interesting to note, also, that the all-time re- 
cord for the area is probably held by Bob Shunkwiler of 
Bishop who landed a 22 lb. Brown Trout in the Owens River 
Gorge in 1950. The Crowley Lake record is held by Burke 
Vinkemulder of El] Monte who caught a 19 Ib. 5 oz. Brownie 
in June of the same year.

19903 FISHING 
REGULATIONS 


FOR THE INYO-MONO AREA 





Several important changes in the angling regulations, as 
they affect the Inyo-Mono area, have been adopted by the 
California Fish and Game Commission for the 1958 season. 
We suggest you make a special note of these: 

|. Inyo-Mono trout season opens Saturday, May 3 (which 
as the Saturday nearest to May 1). 


2. Use of fish or parts thereof (minnows, in any form, 
dead or alive) is prohibited throughout the entire Inyo-Mono 
area. Previously, live bait has been permitted in waters east 
of U.S. Highway 395 (including Owens River, Crowley Lake, 
Bridgeport Reservoir, etc.). 

3. Possession of live minnows in the area is also prohibit- 
ed, and is punishable by fine. 

4. To fish for trout in Inyo-Mono (or elsewhere in the 
state) the angler must purchase a $3 resident license plus 
two special $1 stamps which must be affixed to the license. 
Actually, this breaks down as follows: The $3 basic license 
is good for fishing only in ocean waters. With the addition 
of the first stamp, the angler may also take any kind of fish 
except trout and frogs (including steelhead). With the second 
stamp, the angler is entitled to fish for trout and frogs (and 
all other types of fish in the state, of course). Be sure the 
stamps are affixed to your license! 


). Inyo-Mono anglers will be permitted possession of 
two daily limits of trout three times during the season with 
the preliminary $5 purchase of a set of three extra-limit 
permits. Not more than one extra permit may be used on 
any one day, nor more than three such permits during the 
season. This is expected to benefit fishermen traveling long 
distances from their home, enabling them to legally ship, 
or take with them, their catch of two limits. A word of cau- 
tion—this law applies only to trout caught in Inyo and Mono 
counties.

And, the dotted 
lines are rough divisions of each. So, if you are 
traveling from south to north, you can start at 
the bottom. Or, if you are coming into Inyo-Mono 
from the north, you can start at the top of the 
map and follow the highway downward.

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NINE MILE CANYON 


Inyo-Mono is a fabulous vacation area 
along the slopes of the High Sierra moun- 
tains in Eastern California. Roughly, it is 
265 miles from its southern to northern 
boundaries. Inyo-Mono varies in width, of 
course, but it totals some 13,049 sauare 
miles—almost as large as the combined 
size of four states—Delaware, Rhode Is- 
land, Massachusetts, and Connecticut. 

Actually, “Inyo-Mono” is a shortened 
name for “Inyo and Mono Counties,” an 
area usually paralleling U.S. Highways 6 
and 395 (Los Angeles to Reno route). In 
order to make it easier to describe and 
locate, we have divided the Inyo-Mono 
area into eight general sections. These 
are described in detail with pictures, 
maps, etc., starting on page 101 of this 
book. A brief description of each section 
(from north to south) will be found below. 


TOPAZ TO BRIDGEPORT—Excellent trout fishing and 
deer hunting (in season) in this area. Topaz Lake, 
partly in Nevada and partly in California, pro- 
duces good Cutthroats and many big Rainbows 
and Browns. West and East Walker Rivers are 
always good. Fine back-country lakes. Bridgeport 
Reservoir is usually good and the Twin Lakes 
(south and west of Bridgeport) are popular. Green 
lakes are easy to reach. 


LEE VINING-TIOGA—While this area is small, it is 
very popular. Virginia Lakes and Lundy are easy 
to reach and quite good. Lee Vining Creek is 
excellent, all the way up the Tioga Pass Road. 
Also, plenty of good lakes and streams, including 
Ellery, Saddlebags, Tioga. 


JUNE LAKE LOOP—This area has long been one of 
Inyo-Mono’s biggest drawing cards. There’s good 
fishing on June, Gull, Silver, and Grant Lakes, 
with biggest ones usually caught on the latter. 
Good back-country, too, with plenty of Goldens. 


UPPER OWENS-MAMMOTH LAKES—Excellent stream 
fishing on Upper Owens River near Arcularius 
Ranch and Owens River Ranch. Good fishing, ex- 
cellent accommodations, top skiing (November- 
July), in the Mammoth Lakes region, including Twin 
Lakes, and Lake Mary, Mamie, George, Horseshoe. 
Good back-country nearby, too. Reds Meadow is 
good at San Joaquin river. 


CROWLEY LAKE-ROCK CREEK—Lots of good fishing 
in this area. At the northern end are Convict Lake 
and Hot Creek—both quite popular. Crowley Lake 
needs no introduction. To the west are Hilton 
Lakes, McGee Creek, Hilton Creek, and others. 
The Rock Creek area is quite popular, all the way 
up to Rock Creek Lake and beyond—an ideal area 
for fishing and camping. Good back-country to be 
reached by trails here, too. 


OWENS RIVER-BISHOP—Good fishing in the Owens 
River Gorge at the north, but trout are usually 
small. Catch the big ones from Birchim Canyon on 
south. Wealth of fishing on all forks of Bishop 
Creek, on up as far as South Lake, North Lake, 
and Lake Sabrina. Excellent back-country, over 
Piute and Bishop Passes. 


BIG PINE-INDEPENDENCE—Excellent stream fishing 
on Big Pine Creek. Top back-country angling on 
several Big Pine Lakes, reached by trail. Fishing 
usually good on small streams to the south, many 
crossing U. S. Highway 395, especially early in 
the season when water is higher. Excellent back- 
country reached by trail westward from Fort Inde- 
pendence and Onion Valley. 


LONE PINE-LITTLE LAKE—Good stream fishing on 
Lone Pine Creek and on up to Whitney Portal, 
close to good road. Wealth of fine lakes on Mt. 
Whitney Trail and excellent back-country nearby. 
To the south are Cottonwood Lakes, Tunnel, Mon- 
ache, Kern River, etc.—all reached by pack train 
or plane. Plenty of good fishing, including Gold- 
ens. Good deer hunting.

Hot Creek, located east of U.S. High- 
way 395 and but a few miles north of 
Crowley Lake in Mono County, has 
gained the reputation as one of the 
finest (if not the finest) fly-fishing trout 
streams in the West. 

And there is plenty of proof to back 
it up, plenty of anglers who fish it 
year after year, wouldn’t think of going 
anywhere else. Some of the best-known 
fly-fishermen in the country have work- 
ed it and most of them rave about it. 

As fishing streams go, Hot Creek 
isn’t much to look at. Not a rushing 
mountain torrent or a wide slow-mov- 
ing stream. It is fairly small and the 
best fishing is included in the limits of 
Bill Lawrence’s Hot Creek Ranch. But 
there are also plenty of big trout else- 
where in the waters of this stream which 
meanders through the grassy meadows 
where there are practically no trees. 

And, like Joe Mears, Southern Calt- 
fornia outdoor writer, once wrote, your

MY 32 YEARS ON HOT CREEK 


A great many fishermen, especially the fly enhusiasts, make it a point to be 
on Hot Creek when the trout season opens in the High Sierra each year. Some 
have been doing it a long time and one of these anglers is John J. Knezevich, 
publisher of the Palos Verdes News and other newspapers in the Southland, who 
has never missed an “opening” on Hot Creek since 1925 (with the exception of 
three years during World War Il when he was overseas with the armed forces) 
until 1957 when illnes forced him to remain away. 

W. A. “Bob” Crosby, who was head of the Auto Club of Southern California 
office in Bishop for many years, also was a regular first-day customer at Hot 
Creek until 1957 when the doctor wouldn’t let him make the trip. It was the first 
“opener” he had missed on Hot Creek in 30 years. (He was “written up” in the 
1955 edition of the Inyo-Mono Fishing Guide). 

There are probably others who have been at Hot Creek first day of the trout 
season, possibly even more years than either of these two. But they have not 
come to the attention of the editors of this publication. At any rate, here is how 


Knezevich sums up his Hot Creek experiences: 
* %* * 


“It will be 33 years, May 1 of this year, since | wet my first line in the waters 
of Hot Creek. | had heard much about it, read a great deal about this fabulous 
stream without equal for fly-fishermen. In those days | was certainly a novice at 
trout fishing, used everything from worms to liver and cheese, just to catch my fish. 

“Yes, back in those days, it was quite an adventure to reach Hot Creek from 
Los Angeles. May the First was the big day of the year. As the winter went by 
and the spring was approaching, my feet began to itch and | sure began to get 
the fishing fever. I’d get out the fishing gear, select my favorite flies, inspect 
camping equipment, lines, etc., and eventually the day would come when we'd 
head for the Sierras. 

“It was a long, hard trip from Los Angeles to Bishop. From Mojave north, it 
was a dirt road and you couldn’t go very fast. Then the real struggle began over 
the Old Sherwin Road, if it could have been called a road. Finally, after water- 
ing and resting our car every few miles, we would reach the cabin of our old 
friend, Jim Watterson, and good old Hot Creek. 

“Jim was deaf, willing, and kind. He would charge only $1 per person. Pitch 
your tent there and the wood was plentiful. Old Jim saw to that. Fishing was 
superb and fishermen not too many. Trout were wild, big, and fighters. No hatch- 
ery trout, all native. The limit was 25 and it was easier to get 50 in those days 
than 10 today. 

“One never knew what to expect on May the First—sunshine or a snowstorm. 
But, it did not matter. Early in the morning we were on Hot Creek and almost 
never disappointed. | distinctly remember 1928 when | overslept and reached 
the creek at about 9 a.m. Most of my friends had gotten their limit and were 
already back in camp. Naturally, | didn’t want them to skunk me, so I tied three 
hooks to a leader and, believe it or not, almost every few minutes | would get 
two and sometimes even three trout at a time. All good-sized ones, too, from 
10 to 17 inches long. Yes, those were the days! 

“Opening day, May 1, became an obsession with me—the greatest day of 
the year, Christmas included. | was really heart broken when | missed the opening 
during the three war years, 1943-1944-1945, when | was overseas. 

“I could hardly wait to get back in 1946. | was indeed a happy man. There 
had been some changes—Jim Watterson was gone and his place at Hot Creek 
Ranch was taken by Bill Lawrence. And what a fly fisherman that man is! Never 
saw anything like it. 

“All these years | have been after the same (So | believe) trout, known to 
most everyone up there as Old McDonald. Whiskers of many leaders he had 
broken were gracing his big mouth. But to catch him, never. He is still there, | 
hope. 

“Today | still cherish the memories of the good old days on Hot Creek. Must 
be getting old, reminiscing like that. But it does bring joy to my heart. Believe 
me, though, if you know how to whip that fly, you can still get your limit on Hot 
Creek, still just about the best fly-fishing stream in the country, for my money. 
And, | certainly am hoping to be out there opening day this year.”

back casts won’t catch in trees but 
might nip one of the whitefaced steers 
which graze during the summer on its 
lush grasses.” 

Hot Creek gets its name from the 
geysers which warm the springs above 
the meadow and make it a_ perfect 
habitat for trout. It’s a combination of 
this water and the presence of almost 
unlimited feed that make the Brown 
and Rainbow Trout grow so large so 
quickly. Trout 3 to 5 lbs. are not parti- 
cularly rare. Eight to 10 pounders have 
been caught frequently. At least one 
16 lb. trophy has been taken on the 
stream, showing there are some ‘“whop- 
pers’ in there. 

And, speaking of “whoppers, almost 
everyone who has ever fished Hot Creek 
can tell you about “Old McDonald,” a 
huge Brownie who has evaded capture 
for many years, even though he has 
been hooked and held for several min- 
utes by any number of fishermen. 

One of the better-known fishing spots 
in Hot Creek is named “McDonald 
Pool” and it is supposed to have gotten 
its nomenclature in this way: A preach- 
er by the name of McDonald from 
Long Beach, it seems, was fishing there 
many years ago when a_ blackbird 
swooped low to pick up an insect from 
the surface. That was the last of the 
bird, so the story goes, for a giant trout 


with a mouth as big as a king salmon 
scooped it up. Who can question the 
word of a minister? No one, of course, 
and so the story went out, even hit the 
sport pages all over the country. 

Is “Old McDonald” (the fish, of 
course) still alive? You bet he ts. Bill 
Lawrence says he has him on the line 
two or three times a year, but he always 
gets away. The old trout is smart, won't 
hit anything but a very small fly on a 
4x tippet and you just can’t hold him. 
Romer Grey, son of the famous Zane 
Grey, author and sportsrhan, had him 
on his line for 30 minutes several years 
ago, but fell in the creek while trying 
to work the monster into a shallow 
pool. He, like many others in the “Old 
McDonald Club,” lost him. 

So this old fighter, estimated to weigh 
between 18 and 20 lbs., is still in that 
pool at Hot Creek and, of course, some- 
day he may be taken—although it is 
more likely that he will die of old age. 
He’s a challenge to all the fly-fisher- 
men who invade this stream every year. 
And so are the thousands of other fine 
Brownies and Rainbows which, while 
not so large perhaps, nearly always 
provide excellent angling for the fly- 
fishermen. 

The water may not be hot in Hot 
Creek—at least where you get the best 
angling. But the fishing usually is. 
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Take a look at the picture above. . . because that’s just about the way The Kittie Lee Inn of 
Bishop will look, when our current expansion and remodeling program is complete. Work 
has already started and will continue throughout the summer.

Camp cooking in High Sierra wilderness areas must be 
divided into two categories. One is for the folks who hike the 
high trails with everything packed on their back. Another 1s 
for groups going in by pack train. 

In both cases, the problem of food—what to take and 
how much—may be easily solved by planning each meal 
well in advance of the trip. This will save many pounds in 
weight for the back-packer as well as for the pack animals. 
Budgeting the provisions will also save dollars and unneces- 


sary waste of food. 
* * * 


First let’s consider the back-packer. One of the greatest 
inventions to come the way of the back-packer is foz/. It 
weighs practically nothing and may be used to bake, broil or 
fry foods. It can be shaped into plates and serving dishes, if 
need be, thus eliminating even lightweight plastic dishes. 
With two 30-foot rolls of foil, the packer need carry only 
his knife, fork and spoon along with a drinking cup and 
perhaps two very small-nested aluminum stew pans, these 
to be used for cooking cereals and heating water. It is pos- 
sible now to secure all kinds of dehydrated food including 
all vegetables and several kinds of meat. It takes only min- 
utes to prepare this food, adding water and a pinch of season- 
ing. Instant coffee, tea, and chocolate are quick to prepare. 
They go father and while one may miss the delicious aroma of 
coffee brewing in the pot, it is well worth the sacrifice in the 


saving of weight. 
For the knap-sack, it is best to remove all foods from 
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boxes and jars and place in plastic bags, securely tied at the 
top. Such bags will shape themselves to the pack, utilizing 
every inch of space. 

Whole milk is more desirable in powder form than the 
non-fat type, since it will supply much needed energy and 
is more palatable for drinking or serving on hot or cold 
cereals. Instant puddings make good desserts, are quick to 
prepare, and may be had in a variety of flavors. Malted milk 
tablets are better for “pick-me-ups” along the trail than 
chocolate. They will not melt in the pack. Malted milk serv- 
ed on steaming hot cereal provides a good, substantial por- 
tion of the breakfast. 

It is sensible to travel light when on foot and with a bit 
of planning this can be done—and you can still eat copious- 
ly. It is possible to spend days or weeks in the back country 
subsisting entirely on dehydrated foods. I have found it a 
splendid idea to start the trip with two good sandwiches 
which may be devoured along the trail or consumed at jour- 
ney’s end with a hot drink. If the back-packer wishes to take 
bread in his knapsack, this can best be done by dividing the 
slices into two’s, spreading butter between the slices, and 
putting them into individual plastic bags. Arrange all into 
a flat package, wrap with newspaper and tie securely. Later, 
the paper may be used for making fires. And don't forget 


matches!

those who have a little more money to spend. Such meals 
may be served for $1 to $1.50 per day per person. The cheap- 
er menus will not include fancy steaks or the pies and cakes 
I often make in the outdoors, but they will be healthful and 
good eating. Frankfurters may be substituted for steaks and 
there can be beef stews with fresh vegetables. Pork-and-beans 
or chili served hot are always appetizing in high altitudes. 
Hot cakes or bacon-and-eggs are good old stand-bys for 
breakfast and may be alternated with sausage, eggs, browned 
potatoes and toast. 

Jello desserts and puddings may be served with these 
meals and soups can play a large part in planning lunches. 
One of my favorites and the favorite of all who have tasted it 
is pea soup, made with dry split peas. For six people, use 
one-half pound. Place in a stew pan or Dutch oven, cover 
with water, and set to simmer on the back of a camp stove 
or over a low open fire. Add minced onion and bits of garlic. 
Later add pieces of bacon or frankfurters cut very small. Salt 
and pepper to taste. Never is a spoonful of this soup thrown 
away and it can be reheated with great success. 

For $1.50 per day per person, it is possible to have filets, 
fried chicken, baked ham and pot roasts served with a variety 
of vegetables or green salads plus desserts of pie or cake. 
One may, by careful planning of meals, spend ten days or 
two weeks in the back country and have all your dinners 
different. 

Previous to the start of a trip, I plan the meals and type 
out the menus to take with me. On arrival in camp it will 
be tacked upon a tree nearby or kept in a conspicious place 
near the food and stove. It will be followed “to the letter’; 
and if all goes well not a single can of food will be carried 
home. This planning saves a lot of ‘time and effort—leaves 
more time for fishing, hunting, or hiking. 

A lot of your success in camp cooking depends on your 
“outdoor kitchen.” So, be sure to take along certain equip- 
ment you'll be needing. A large iron grill is a “must” with 
me on my trips. Mine measures 15 by 30 inches and will 
hold 12 hotcakes. While it is heavy, it is not difficult to pack 
on the mules and is well worth the effort of getting it into 
camp. Along with the grill I pack two pieces of heavy tin, 
one with a hole in the end. I also roll a couple of lengths 
of stovepipe in with the bedding. 

First thing, as soon as we arrive at our destination, we 
get busy gathering rocks to build our camp stove. Naturally 
it must be the right size to hold the grill, with a shelf on 
both sides for keeping food warm and to hold pots and pans. 
The stovepipe is put into the hole in-one piece of tin which 
is held in place by the rock shelf. Then the grill will go on 
top. The other piece of tin is the door. Wooden boxes which 
the packer has used for carrying in groceries can be set up 
as a cupboard nearby. Now, you're ready for easy, high-style 
cooking ... and you don’t need to worry about getting smoke 
in your eyes. 

An old iron skillet or a Dutch oven belong in the out- 
doors. The more crust on the skillet the better it will cook 
even though it may be bad for the stomach or the cause of 
galloping ulcers. The things that can be done with the iron 
frying pan and the Dutch oven are practically unlimited and 
the food that is cooked in them will be a joy to eat. 

Now, here are some of my ideas on cooking—favorite 
dishes, helpful hints on what to take and how to prepare it: 
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Steaks, trimmed of all fat, rub- 
ed with a cut of onion or a clove 
of garlic, can be placed in the 
red hot skillet, left to sizzle and 
brown on one side, then turned 
to the other. Serve with a help- 
ing of melted butter and a little 
Worcestershire sauce, salted and 
peppered by the individual. Eat 
it with a buttered baked potato 
which has been wrapped in foil 
and cooked in the hot ashes. A 
tossed salad goes well with this, 
too. 

To fry chicken, I dice one- 
fourth pound of bacon into the 
skillet or Dutch oven along with 
one tablespoon of butter. When 
the pan is hot, the pieces of chick- 
en, which have Been rolled in 
prepared flour with salt and pep- 
per, are placed in the hot grease. 
Over the meat lay bits of onion 
and garlic. Then cover tightly and 
cook slowly. After 15 minutes 
remove the onion and garlic. This 
will leave only their delicate flav- 
or. Smell those savory wisps of 
aroma escaping from under the 
tight lid? When the chicken is 
browned all over and _ tender, 
serve with sweet potatoes drip- 
ping in butter and don't talk 
while you eat. To do so at such a 
time would be sheer sacrilege. 

Remembering the crusty good- 
ness of biscuits baked in a skil- 
let on the camp stove or over a 
low open fire will make your 
mouth water. They can be whip- 
ped up with the speed of light 
and here is how to do it: 

To two cups of prepared floor, 
add one-half cup powdered milk

mixed with one-half cup water. 
Dough should be soft but not 
sticky. With floured hands, shape 
into eight biscuits two inches 
across and about an inch thick. 
Place in the skillet or on the 
grill which have been lightly 
greased. Brush with ‘bacon drip- 
ings, using a piece of paper tow- 
eling. Cover with lid and let 
cook slowly until they double in 
size and brown on the bottom. 
With a fork, gently turn and 
brown the tops. In 20 minutes 
they should be done and waiting 
for butter and jam. 


On the menu, I allow for one 
or two fish dinners and, if we 
are hunting, for at least one deer 
liver meal. Here is a most ap- 
petizing way to cook the liver, 
after it has been soaked in cold 
water over night: 

Trim off all sinews, slice very 
thin and drop piece-by-piece in- 
to boiling water for just a mom- 
ent. Drain on paper toweling then 
dredge with prepared flour to 
which salt and pepper have been 
added. Put into hot bacon drip- 
pings in the skillet or on the 
grill which has been greased with 


the drippings and cook five min- 
utes on each side. Serve with 
sweet potatoes and apple sauce. 
After eating liver cooked like 
this, you'll wish every deer would 
come equipped with several liv- 
ers. 
I am often asked about making 
pies and cakes in the back coun- 
try. It may be done very nicely 
but for apple pies and cake it 
will be more convenient and save 
time to make these at home and 
carry them in containers made for 
that purpose. They should be 
wrapped and tied securely and 
marked on top with red pencil, 
‘This Side Up, Please.” A pack- 
age of instant frosting may be 
included in the supplies and 
when the cake is to be served, it 
will take only a short time to cut 
it in half and cover with frost- 
ing. 

Lemon pie is a favorite with 
fishermen and hunters and may 
be made quickly with the instant 
fillings now on the market. There 
is also a lemon chiffon filling on 
sale now, which I have tried and 
found too wonderful for words. 
To make the crusts, crumb 12 
double-size graham crackers (1 
prefer the cinnamon crunch) and 
add to this one-half stick of but- 
ter or margarine with one-fourth 
cup of sugar. An easy way to 
crumb the crackers is to put them 
into a plastic bag and roll with a 
glass or bottle. (There will always 
be a bottle around camp). 

When all is well mixed, shape 
it with the fingers to the pie pan,

preferably an enameled one. Then 
place another pie pan on the in- 
side of the crust and set to cook 
on medium heat. After ten min- 
utes turn the pans over. Be sure 
to keep them together and cook 
inside of crust. While waiting for 
the crust to cook and cool, mix 
the filling as per directions on 
the box and pour into the crust 
after it is cool. Topped with 
whipped cream, you have a des- 
sert ‘‘fit for a king.” Folks really 
“smack their lips’’ and praise the 
cook for this one. 





For a different kind of dessert, 
try fruit dumplings. Into the skil- 
let or Dutch oven pour the con- 
tents of one or two cans of fruit. 
I prefer peaches but any kind will 
do. Bring the fruit, in its own 
juice, to a boil then drop table 
spoons of dough around the fruit. 
Cover tightly and simmer for 15 
minutes without lifting the cover. 
May be served with cream or 
without. 

It is nice to have a supply of 
cookies on hand to serve with the 
jello desserts. These should be 
made at home and packed in tins. 
They are so quick and easy to 
make now with so many prepared 
cookie mixes in the stores. I have 
found old fashioned oatmeal 
cookies inexpensive and nourish- 
ing when made with a generous 
amount of raisins and butter. 

Since camping out is so con- 
ducive to sleeping late, breakfast 
may often be served at 8 or 9 
o'clock. Lunch often can be a bowl 
of hot soup with crackers and 
finished off with a jello dessert 
and hot tea. Other times it may 
be a sandwich of peanut butter 
or cheese-spread or perhaps a pot 
of beans with a green salad. 

Dinner is usually a large meal 
and indeed the most enjoyable 
one of the day. It is well to serve 
it about five o’clock. Besides cook- 
ing and eating in daylight, it will 
give the fishermen a chance to 
get in some late fly-fishing. Later, 
around the campfire, piping hot 
tea may be served. 

Taking time to pack provisions 
and camping supplies neatly and 
securely will assure their safe ar- 
rival in camp and will please the 
packers. Egg cartons should be 
packed in tin or light wooden 
boxes to fit the packers kyacks. 
Wrap with newspaper and mark 
“Eggs.’’ Meat should be ordered 


at least 24 hours before the star 
of your trip. Have the butcher 
place it along with the green 
vegetables, the butter and whip. 
ping cream, in his cold storage 
unit. The day of the trip, pick 
them up and transfer to an ic 
box, a light one that meets the 
specifications of the packer, ané 
without ice. On arrival in camp, 
transfer the green things to 3 
large plastic bag and in tum 
place this inside a gunnysack of 
floursack. This will be kept in 
the water's edge or behind a rock 
in the wet sand. The ice box 
containing the meat, butter and 
cream will be placed in the shade 
of a tree or rock, covered during 
the day with a heavy canvas and 
left open at night so the cold ait 
can circulate around the food. Ir 
this way it is possible to keep 
whipping cream sweet for 8 ot 
10 days. It is well to cook ground 
meats on the second day, chicken 
on the third and steaks later 
Stew meat may be cooked on the 
second day and used when de 
sired. The ice box will be used tc 
carry fish down the trail. 

Loaves of bread should be plac 
ed in separate plastic bags an¢ 
secured at the tops with a rubber 
band or string. Then all may be 
packed into 5 gallon cans te 
which handles have been attach: 
ed. At camp, the bread is kept 
in the shade while the cans art 
used for keeping water warm on 
the back of the stove where ii 
will be handy for washing dishes 
hands, and laundry. At night sel 
directly over the fire, it provides 
boiling water for hot water bot 
tles. Never forget to take hot 
water bottles if you have room. 
They can be rolled up with the 
bedding. May sound sissy and has 
nothing to do with cooking but 
do they ever feel good in the 
bedroll to keep the body warm 
on cold nights! 

Years of experience and much 
trial and error have convinced 
me there are some things that 
should never be taken into the 
High Sierra back country. Two 
of these are plastic dishes and 
thin aluminum wear. Plastic dish- 
es break easily in transportation 
and in the cold at high altitudes 
they often crack when hot food 
is placed in them. Thin aluminum 
does not hold heat and the cups 
will blister lips when liquids are 
lukewarm. To solve this problem 
I have acquired thick aluminum 
and steel plates or oblong plat- 
ters. During the preparation of a 
meal, these are placed in a stack 
upside down on the back of the 
grill and reversed once or twice 
When the food is served, a papef 
plate is placed under the plat 
ters for safe handling. Food serv: 
ed like this remains hot until 
the very last bite, no matter what 
the weather may be. For coffeé 
or tea, the heavy enameled cup‘ 
are preferable, since they can be 
set on the grill when the liquid: 
cool and re-heated in a jiffy. 
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For several years, auto traffic in and 
through the Inyo-Mono recreation area 
has increased at about an average of 
10 per cent each season, according to 
Mike Foley, District IX engineer of the 
Division of Highways. 

And 1957 certainly was no excep- 
tion. Every traffic count taken during 
the summer months showed a strong 
rise over previous years and an indica- 
tion of “things to come” (traffic-wise 
that is) in the High Sierras. 

Since highway improvement is of the 
utmost importance to Inyo-Mono vaca- 
tionists and tourists, a brief review of 
what the Division of Highways is doing 
now and what is on the drawing boards 
for the immediate future is included 
below. 

Principal construction project under- 
way this summer will be the rerouting 
of U.S. Highway 395 north of Lee Vin- 
ing and across Conway Summit. (Map 
above indicates the old and new routes 
for this important project). Scheduled 
in two units, this project will eventual- 
ly eliminate the hazardous and tedious 
road which has long been considered 
the worst stretch on U.S. 395. It will do 
away with 12 of the existing 18 curves, 
reduce the maximum grade from 7 per 
cent to 5.6 per cent, provide a 32-foot 
all-paved section in contrast to the pre- 
sent 20-foot section, and will actually 
provide a distance saving of 0.2 mile.

The first half of this construction 
job, between Mono Inn and the foot of 
Conway Grade, has been financed and 
will be under construction by June of

this year. The second unit, between the 
foot of Conway Grade and 0.5 mile 
north of Conway Summit (elevation 
8,138 feet) is now in the advanced de- 
sign stages and will be ready for con- 
struction as funds become available. 
District Engineer Foley hopes that 
special money can be obtained for the 
completion of the Conway job by 1960, 
or before. When it is finished, it will be 
a road comparable to the recently-com- 
pleted Sherwin Grade relocation north 
of Bishop, welcomed warmly by the 
traveling public. 

In order to take care of the steadily 
increasing motor traffic, the Division 
of Highways is making every effort to 
improve to modern standards CLS 
Highways 395 and 6 from the Kern- 
Inyo county line northward to the Ne- 
vada state line at Topaz. All new con- 
struction will be on an expressway basis, 
with initial construction generally con- 
sisting of a two-lane section with pro- 
vision being made for an ultimate four- 
lane divided section as traffic increases. 

Construction is now underway on a 
portion of U.S. 6-395 between Black 
Rock and 4.4 miles south of Big Pine. 
This 6.2 mile reconstruction-relocation 
project will result in a 32-foot all-paved 
section throughout with the exception 
of a short portion of 60-foot four-lane 
highway through Poverty Hills area, 
elimination of the hazardous Fish 
Springs curve, and a 0.25 mile savings 
in distance. 

Other projects in various stages of 
design at the headquarters of the 
Division of Highways in Bishop in- 
clude: the construction of a 4-lane di- 
vided section in the vicinity of Little 
Lake, a 10-mile reconstruction-reloca- 
tion project just north of Independence, 
and a 5-mile relocation job near 
Keough’s (8 miles south of Bishop). 
Work on these projects will get under 
way when funds become available.

The Hunts really take their fishing 
seriously and usually get their share of 
the trout—many of them quite large.

Did you ever stop to think just how 
big a part fate plays in your life? Some- 
times you must wonder “If I hadn't 
done this, what would have happened?” 

Then consider the case of Dorothy 
and Paul Puzifera, a young couple 
from Pomona who really fell in love 
with the High Sierras several years ago, 
and had hoped and dreamed that some- 
day they could make it their home. 

Just how certain things happened to 
make this possible is a true and tnterest- 
ing story.

When 
we crossed the stream between the two 
lakes, the water looked like it turned 
to gold and pink as so many Golden 
Trout were frightened away.

“Paul caught some nice Goldens 
which he cleaned and packed in snow. 
By that time the sun had gone down, 
our camp spot was in the shadows, and 
the wind blowing across the snow made 
it freezing cold. Only thing to do was 
to get into our sleeping bags to keep 
from freezing—and it was only 5 p.m. 

“Even then we were unable to keep 
warm and the fire didn’t seem to help 
much either. It was a long night for 
us and for our tiny foxterrier, ‘Joysy, 
who had to crawl into one of the sleep- 
ing bags, too. 

“Finally came the dawn, but the wind 
kept blowing and it stayed freezing 
cold. Paul went out to fish, caught some 
more nice Golden Trout. I stayed in 
camp, tried to keep warm; but didn’t 
succeed too well. At 4 p.m. we ate our 
dinner, but didn’t relish the thought of 
another night in the extreme cold. So 
we decided to hike as far down the 
trail as we could before dark. 

“As we got back over Gem Pass and 
down the other side we realized just 
how exhausted we really were. Luckily, 
we remembered the buildings we had 
seen on the way up and decided to make 
our way there if possible. At dark we 
got there, knocked on the door, were 
invited in and given some hot coffee. 

“We found this was Gem Lake 
Lodge. The owner said they were full, 
but some of the guests doubled up and 
gave us their cabin.

It was several 
hours before I quit shivering but I final- 
ly got warm.

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If you don’t like hiking or packing into the back- 
country, you can still enjoy fairly good trout fishing in 
Inyo-Mono. And the catchable-size trout planting pro- 


gram, set up and maintained by the Department of Fish 
and Game, is largely responsible. 

During 1957 the Department planted a total of 1,765,- 
584 “catchables” in the 82 Inyo-Mono waters which can 
readily be reached by car. These range from 4 to 8 trout 
per pound and the total weight was 366,555 Ibs. That's 
a lot of fish and a lot of weight. Yes, and it’s a lot of 
expense, too, raising these fish and planting them. But 
where would Inyo-Mono be without them? 

In addition to the catchable-size trout mentioned 
above, a total of 288,094 “sub-catchables” were planted 
in Crowley Lake and Lake Bridgeport (Reservoir) at the 
close of the season. These are somewhat smaller than the 
true catchable-size trout, but because of the tremendous 
amount of feed in both of these lakes, the trout will grow 
into very nice-sized fish by the time the season opens.

For several years I had been hoping to make a pack trip 
to the High Sierra back country. And, in September of last 
year, I finally realized my ambition. It certainly turned out 
better than I had anticipated. Saw a world of fine moun- 
tain scenery, took some interesting photos (some of which 
appear on these pages), and generally enjoyed the fine moun- 
tian air and a sort of lazy, do-nothing feeling which certainly 
made the trip relaxing, restful, and refreshing. 

I don’t fish. But all the rest of the members of our pack- 
in party brought along their equipment and gave the Brook- 
ies and Rainbow plenty of trouble. These included Stan 
Wimpress, a retired accountant; John Smith, Fred Byers, and 
Ken Mitchel, insurance men; Frank Minshall, an oil com- 
pany executive; and two of our sons, Bill Mitchel and Bob 
McBurney. All of us are from the Los Angeles area. 

From studying the 1957 Inyo-Mono Fishing Guide, | 
could readily tell there were lots of fine places to pack into 
in the High Sierra back country.

the pack station. Another one followed with seven mules, 
loaded with equipment and food assembled from a conglom- 
eration of ideas as to what was fitting and proper for such a 
journey. 

The High Sierra weather was perfect for the trip up to 
Mono Pass where the startling scenery almost overwhelmed 
us poor city folks, accustomed to the cursed smog and limit- 
ed vision often prevalent in the City of Angels. For some 
reason or other this scenery made me think of the high wilds 
of Tibet. 

As we started down toward Mono Creek, Pioneer Basin 
was spread out on our right, with Mud Lake and Lake No. 2 
visible in the distance. Soon we passed Trail Lake and be- 
tween clutches at the pommel and various squirmings to ease 
the pressure on different areas exposed to the saddle, we con- 
tinued onward past the mouth of the Fourth Recess.

Have you ever, on a snappy morning at 9,500 feet elevation, 
eaten hot cereal covered with genuine whipping cream? At 
a time like this the calories just don’t count. Man, those hash- 
ed brown potatoes with eggs, Canadian or regular bacon, 
really tasted out of this world. Ken really knew his stuff 
about cooking, even had crisp head lettuce with the dinner 
everv night. And, of course, we always had delicious trout 
on the menu. 

Our only complaint was Fred Byers’ coffee. But there 
wasn’t much we could do about it since Fred was always up 
first and his natural sense of thrift prevented him from 
throwing out the grounds and starting over each morning. 
But even that tasted good in our glorious location. 

Our first day’s hike took us to Lower Hopkins Lake. 
Beautiful! A skyline to rival that of the famous Tetons. 
Plenty of fish in the lake, too. Next day we spent hiking up 
to Third Recess Lake. More beauty, not so far as Hopkins. 
But still some of it is almost straight up. Next day, Wednes- 
day, was “recuperation day.’ Some went upstream; some 
went down. And some “stayed put.” 

Thursday we split up—six going to Pioneer Basin and 
two to Fourth Recess Lake.

--- Of the Four Methods 
For Catehing Trout 
Described Below

If you are an expert angler—one of those fortunate in- 
dividuals who catch all the trout you want, in the manner 
you enjoy the most—you probably won’t want to read this 
article at all. Might as well pass it up, turn the pages to some- 
thing more interesting, because this is a simple discussion 
of the various methods of catching trout in the High Sierras— 
to help the majority of “weekend” fishermen who visit Inyo- 
Mono by the thousands each year. 

First let’s talk about fly-fishing, the traditional and most 
respected method of catching the elusive trout. Time was 
when most everyone thought that fly-fishing was the only 
sportsman-like way of catching those Rainbows and Brookies. 
And there are still plenty of anglers who still feel the same 
way about it today. But in recent years there has been a swing 
to other methods, possibly because so many people have 
migrated from the Middle West where trout and fly-fishing 
are both quite rare. Most of these people were not brought 
up with fly rods in their hands and Black Gnats and Royal 
Coachmen stuck in their hats. 

They learned as youngsters how to catch other types of 
fish and when they came to California they brought their 
tackle and their angling methods with them. Naturally, these 
people decided to try their own methods before turning to 
fly-fishing; and often enough these less traditional tactics 
worked very well. 

Surely the fly-fisherman has no monopoly on trout, not 
any longer. There are those who say: “Catch them any way 
you can, so long as it is legal.” Of course these are fighting 
words to the dyed-in-the-wool “purist,” so perhaps a few 
words about fly-fishing and other methods would be in order. 


* * * 


Fundamentally, a trout fly is a hook with just about any- 
thing tied onto it, be it a shred of burlap sack or a rare flam- 
ingo feather. Some flies are made to resemble mature in- 
sects; some to resemble aquatic nymphs. Actually, there are 
two types of flies—the wet and dry. The latter is made to 
rest lightly on the surtace of the water while the wet fly is

made to sink. The real fly enthusiast tries to make his fly 
match the natural food of the trout at that particular moment 
of the day when he is fishing. Most of us try to imagine what 
we would eat if we were trout, and that’s not so easy. 

Piscatorially speaking, in the “great order of things,” it 
is usually conceded that the dry fly purist is at the top. He 
is the man who must catch his trout on a dry fly—or not at 
all. Not even a wet fly will do for this man, who often is 
likely to “look down his nose” a little at the wet fly-fisher- 
man because the latter doesn’t have to make his cast quite so 
delicately. 

But in either case—wet or dry fly-fishing—the trout 
must be hooked when it first sucks the lure into its mouth. 
For as soon as it realizes it has made a mistake (often a fatal 
one), the trout will spit out the hook, if it is not set. All this 
requires close attention and is not for the angler who wants 
to snooze between strikes. Those who like fly-fishing enjoy 
the constant activity and movement of this sport, could hard- 
ly be made to sit quietly waiting for a trout to bite a worm 
or to strike a lure trolled behind a boat. 

Many fly-fishermen like to tie their own flies—a fascinat- 
ing hobby in itself. There are hundreds of trout fly patterns 
and new ones are being dreamed up all the time. A recent 
survey of tackle dealers revealed that in the High Sierras, 
the following were the most popular: Royal Coachman, Gray 
Hackle (yellow), Gray Hackle (peacock), Black Gnat, Mc- 
Ginty, Coachman, Professor, Ginger Quill, Mosquito, Cow- 
dung, Rio Grande King, Red Ant, Silver Doctor, Queen of 
the Waters, and Captain. 

Out on his favorite stream or lake, the fly-fisherman 
usually starts with a few false casts, to work out a length of 
line, then “shoots” the line and fly out to a spot where a big 
one might be lurking. Dry flies are carefully floated over 
“fishy-looking” water. Wet flies are allowed to sink, then 
are usually retrieved in short jerks to simulate the motion of 
an underwater insect or minnow. Of course there is no sink- 
er, spinner, or other weight to hamper the fight of a hook- 
ed trout. It’s just the angler’s light tackle and skill against 
the fish and, as in any true sport, either side can win.

Trout taken on a fly are usually hooked lightly in the 
lip and can easily be returned to the water uninjured, to live 
and fight another day. Releasing a trout that has swallowed 
a bait and is hooked deep in the gullet is something else 
again. Most fly-fishermen, out for sport rather than meat, 
have long since learned that “a trout killed today can provide 
no sport tomorrow’—and that releasing a trout unharmed 
is as good for the soul as it is for future fishing. 

You may not agree with them; but there’s no use arguing 
these points with ardent fly-fishermen. They feel that theirs 
is the only sportsman-like way to catch a trout—and that’s 
all there is to it. 








* * * 


So much for flies. Now let’s take a look at spin-fishing 
(not to be confused with trolling a spinner though a spin- 
ner is often used with a spinning outfit). The spinning reel 
and the special rod, the special lines and lures that go with 
it, have come into very wide use in the High Sierras during 
the past few years. To the novice, it should be explained that 
this method revolves around a relatively new type of casting 
reel, developed in Europe, which many consider far easier 
to use and more effective than the old-fashioned kind. 

It takes practice to become expert with this or any other 
kind of fishing tackle. But most beginners find they can do 
quite well, from the very first, with a spinning outfit. With 
little more than a flick of the wrist the spin-fisherman can 
toss out a light lure or bait far beyond the reach of other 
tackle. The light line (or monofilament) flows off the reel 
without turning the spindle; but of course a certain amount 
of weight is required—more than the weight of a fly but 
less than that needed for a conventional casting reel. 

The spinning rod is intermediate between a fly rod and 
a casting rod and provides considerable flexibility of action. 
A whole new set of lures has been developed for this type 
of fishing, though all kinds of trout baits may also be used. 
No doubt about it—the spinning outfit comes close to mak- 


ing an expert out of a “dub.” 
* * * 


Trolling is another common method of fishing in the 
lakes and reservoirs accessible to boats. In Inyo-Mono this 
type of angling is especially popular and effective in the 
larger lakes—such as Crowley, Lake Bridgeport (Reservozr), 
Grant, and Topaz—but you'll find plenty of trollers on al- 
most any lake on which you can put a boat. 

Any kind of rod and reel will do; but a relatively short 
heavy rod and a conventional bait-casting reel with lots of 
moderately heavy line is commonly used. Several kinds of 
spinners are used; but often they consist of a “rudder” to 
keep the line from twisting, followed by one or two large 
flasher blades and some red beads. Behind this assortment of 
hardware is a short leader and a hook baited with worms of 
eggs or similar baits. These rigs are let out many feet behind 
the boat and are trolled along at very slow speeds—just fast 
enough to make the flasher blades revolve. The latter seems 
to exert an irresistible appeal for most trout, and they will 
come from near and far to see just what is going on, Then 
they see and smell the bait—and next thing they know they 
are in the boat. It takes a good-sized trout, perhaps a foot 
long, to put up any sort of a fight when weighted down with 
all this gear—and some sportsmen contend that you have to 
be pretty hungry to catch fish this way. 
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However, this can’t be argued: the trout caught this 
way are just as good eating as those hooked any other way. 
And it is so relaxing, just sitting there in the sun while your 
outboard motor does the work. There are times and places 
during the mid-summer lull on many waters when the troll- 
ing technique really pays off. Usually the biggest trout are 
caught this way. Whether it is true sport is debatable; but 
it does catch fish. Trolling a large spinner trailing a gob of 
worms is one of the most effective ways of catching large 
Brown Trout in Inyo-Mono waters. 


* * * 


Bait-fishing is a time-honored method of catching trout, 
even though it may not be considered as sporty as fly-fishing 
—or even spinning or trolling. It is a simple and effective 
way to catch fish; and, without a doubt, in the High Sierras 
far more trout are taken on bait than on flies, lures, or any- 
thing else. With a few feet of transparent leader, a small 
hook topped off with a salmon egg or worm (or other pre- 
pared baits which are also popular now) and a buck-shot to 
weight it down, the person without much practice at all can 
catch trout—if he’s patient enough. 

The fly-fishermen contend that no one should be allowed 
to use bait when angling for trout. The thing which troubles 
many people, especially the conservationist, is the fact that 
when a trout swallows the bait it usually gets hooked in the 
throat or stomach, making it practically impossible to take 
out the hook without killing the fish. This is especially un- 
fortunate when it is a very small fish which should be re- 
leased. On the other hand, a trout caught on a fly can almost 
always be unhooked without serious injury and many tests 
have been made which prove beyond doubt that these 
lightly-hooked trout do survive when released. 

It has also been shown that one does not need to wet his 
hands before handling a trout. In fact, it is difficult to hold 
a live trout with wet hands. And the chances are good that 
it will slip to the ground once or twice before you can toss 
it back into the water. This is far more injurious to the fish 
than to hold it in dry hands while you’re taking out the hook. 


Often pointed out is the fact that a trout which has 
swallowed the baited hook cannot fight as vigorously as one 
hooked lightly in the lip or jaw. This seems like a reason- 
able contention, though a conclusive experiment to prove 
this point has yet to be run. 

* ¥ * 

To encourage sport in trout fishing, many of the leading 
trout states have set some waters aside for fly-fishing or for 
artificial-lure-fishing only. And the idea is gaining in popu- 
larity. However, you can be sure that the youngster with the 
traditional willow pole and bent pin—who often catches 
more trout than anglers with expensive equipment—will 
always have waters in which to fish. 

And, it is safe to say, that in the foreseeable future the 
trollers, bait-fishermen, and spinning-outfit-equipped anglers 
will not be penalized either. There will always be plenty of 
good trout waters for them in the High Sierras, too. 

Sometimes we lose sight of the main objective of trout 
fishing. Usually it isn’t for meat. Mostly it is for having a 
good time. So, no matter which method you prefer, we hope 
you are quite successful. But we also urge you to sit back, re- 
lax, and enjoy the good, clean Inyo-Mono air and the lovely 
mountain scenery. If you catch some trout, so much the bet- 
ter. Remember, there’s more to the pleasure of fishing than 
just catching trout! You can buy fish in a butcher shop far 
cheaper than what it costs you on your fishing trip.

If you have traveled along U.S. Highway 395, between 
Lee Vining and Bridgeport, you have no doubt been impress- 
ed by the beauty of Mono Lake, largest body of water in the 
Inyo-Mono area. And, you have undoubtedly noticed the in- 
teresting-looking volcanic craters south of the lake, usually 
known as “Mono Craters.” 

These two examples of Nature’s handiwork are not only 
intriguing to the person who likes interesting scenery, but 
they also pose a problem for geologists and historians who 
study the formations in the lake and alongside it. 

Safe to say, Mono Lake offers little for the High Sierra 
fishermen—because there is practically no marine life in it. 
But its natural beauty and its peculiar formations make it a 
“raust” for sightseers in the area. And the nearby Mono 
Craters make it all the more reason for a special trip, when 
you tire of trout fishing or hunting. (And the ghost towns of 
Bodie and Aurora are not far away, either). 


Mono Lake is often called the “Dead Sea” of the West, 
because it has no outlet and because its water is so full of 
minerals. It is interesting to note that Mark Twain visited the 
lake on one of his trips to California and he described it as 
a place “where rocks would float on water.” He was, of 
course, referring to the lightweight chunks of volcanic ash 


which line the shores of its islands. And, to be sure, ‘g 
heavy mineral content of the water makes floating easy 
just as it does in the Great Salt Lake of Utah. 

And, today, water skiers are finding the waters of Mon 
Lake especially buoyant—ideal for that fast-growing sport,

posited when the lake was at a high elevation. Most of these 
queer-looking formations were made by fresh water forcing 
its way through the dense brine, covering these crags with 
deposits of calcium carbonate. 

During certain periods of the year, a fly, native to this 
vicinity, hatches out and then parts of the shoreline become 
black as far as the eye can see. Many years ago the Piute In 
dians traveled long distances to gather the larvae of this 
insect. It was one of their main food supplies. 

Two islands break the monotony of the blue opalescent 
water, one very light in color and the other very dark. 
Ancient Indian legends tell the story of these islands. The 
light one is “Paoha” (meaning “children of the mist’), prob: 
ably because there are several hot springs on the island 1s- 
suing steam and mist. The dark island is “Negit,” (an ancient 
native word meaning “blue-winged goose’), and on it is one 
of the largest rookeries on the Pacific Coast for sea gulls. 

Incidentally, Mono Lake, because of its volcanic cones, 
has often been used as a setting for South Sea Island movies. 


* * * 


South of the lake there is a crescent-shaped range of vol- 
canic cones (Ihe Mono Craters) extending about 10 miles, 
numbering 20 in all. They are excellent samples of Mono 
Basin scenery and are quite startling in appearance. Because

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they were formed with acidic lavas, they are probably the 
only ones of their kind in the United States (according to the 
Quaternary History of Mono Valley, California, by Israel C. 
Russell). 


Their alluring colors were caused by varying stages of 
fragments and Java outflow erupted by the volcanos of fairly 
recent origin (as geologists figure time). Colors range from 
light gray to the black of shining obsidian. The central cone 
towers 2,750 feet above the surface of nearby Mono Lake. 
Of special interest are the Aeolian Buttes, oldest of the forma- 
tions, which have altogether different coloring than the 
nearby craters. 

Panum (meaning “lake’), an Indian word, was the an- 

* cient name given to the crater where the workings of the 
pumice mine are located today. It is in perfect condition, 
forming a bowl with unbroken rim and gently sloping ter- 
rain almost untouched by erosion. On the other hand, Black 
Point, at the northern shore of Mono Lake, is a crater much 
eroded by time and the action of water. Little more than a 
ruin remains visible today. Its formation indicates the rise 
and fall of Mono Lake by the presence of water-worn ter- 
races etched in the walls of black cinders. 

The presence of layers of fine volcanic and tufa material 
about the lake shore is one factor indicating the basin was 
occupied by a much larger body of water at one time. 

Another large crater, similar in nature to the Mono 
Craters, appears near Aurora, a famous ghost town of the 
nineteenth century. And many scientists believe that it was 

ge this crater which completely blocked the drainage channel, 

ng isolating what is now Mono Lake, thus dooming it as an

There was a time, not so long ago, when Mam- 
moth was known only for its beautiful lakes, fine 
trout fishing, popular campgrounds, cool, invigorat- 
ing summer climate, and excellent mountain scen- 
ery. 

Of course Mammoth still has these. And the 
increasing crowds of summer vacationers make 
it one of Inyo-Mono’s most popular resort areas. 

But Mammoth has even more. It has Mam- 
moth Mountain, an unsurpassed natural ski area 
which is attracting thousands upon thousands of 
skiers during the winter months. Increase in winter 
activity, in fact, has been so great that some of 
the resorts in the lower Mammoth area find they 
have more business during the winter than in the 
summer. 

Development of Mammoth Mountain into one 
of the outstanding ski areas of the West is no ac- 
cident. Largely through the persistent and continu- 
ed efforts of Dave McCoy, a former champion 
skier himself, facilities have been enlarged and im- 
proved each year. 3 

Several years ago McCoy saw the possibilities 
in the north slopes of this fine mountain which 
always seemed to have plenty of snow, even when 
surrounding areas didn’t. First he installed rope 
tows and built a small warming hut. Later, in 
1955, he was able to construct his first chair lift 
and to enlarge and improve his chalet which in- 
cludes cafeteria, ski store, offices, etc. And, in the 
summer of 1957, he added another huge chair lift 
to take care of the rapidly increasing crowds of 
skiers, most of whom make the 300-mile trip from 
the Los Angeles area. 

Results have been amazing. On weekends these 
lifts, both of which will accommodate some 900 
skiers an hour (largest capacity of any chair lifts 
im the United States), operate to capacity. Midweek 
business has also shown a marked increase during

the past two years and there is evidence that it will 
become even more popular when the huge new 
Mammoth hotel, and other contemplated facilities, 
are completed. 

Forest Service figures are quite conservative. 
In 1956 they estimated 126,000 man-days use of © 
the Inyo National Forest at Mammoth during the 
winter months. In 1957, their figure jumped to 
145,000 for the same period, a solid increase of 
13 per cent. McCoy’s own figures for the early 
months of 1958 show an increase in use at the 
chair lift of nearly 30 per cent. 

There are several other good reasons for Mam- 
moth Mountain’s amazing rise as one of the finest 
ski areas in the West. First, of course, is the fact 
that there is always plenty of snow on its slopes. 
The season usually starts in October or November, 
continues through the winter and spring—usually 
up until July. In fact, a meet is annually scheduled 
on the Fourth of July. Where else in California 
could you even think of such a thing? 

Another important reason for the increasing 
popularity of Mammoth Mountain during the win- 
ter months is its variety of fine slopes where there 
are ski trails suitable for all classes of skiers—from 
beginners to the most advanced competitors. 

Then, too, the skiers appreciate the many fine 
resorts, hotels, and motels which provide accom- 
modations at reasonable cost. And, the cooperation 
of Mono County and State of California highway 
departments in clearing the snow from the high- 
ways, as fast as it falls, is a big help. 

And Mammoth is going ahead with additional 
plans for increased and improved facilities. Andrew 
J. Hurley, Los Angeles lawyer, has secured a 30- 
year permit from the Forest Service on 20 acres 
of property across from Dave McCoy’s chair lift. 
He hopes to begin construction on a fine new hotel 
which he will operate for the benefit of skiers in

benefitting by this high class instruction. And Dave McCoy 
himself often takes time to work with the youngsters, has 
developed some real champions at Mammoth. 

Proof of the fact that Mammoth Mountain has some fine 
talent is the amazing record of its skiers in competition. 

Dickie Miller of Lee Vining won the national combined 
junior championship last year. Linda Meyers of Bishop won 
the national women’s downhill event and this year has been 
competing successfully in major European meets with the 
American FIS team. Kenny Lloyd, also of Bishop, is going 
“great guns” this year, won first in the Sun Valley (Idaho) 
Invitational meet and followed it with a first-place win in 
the Snow Cup Giant Slalom at Alta, Utah. At this writing 
he is expected to be a tough competitor in the senior men’s 
national championships. Beverly Anderson, also representing 
the Mammoth Mountain Ski Club, took women’s honors in 
both the above events, also is expected to make a fine show- 
ing in the nationals. 

The junior skiing field has long been dominated by 
Mammoth. Last year three of the four California entrants in 
the American Legion junior championships were from Mam- 
moth ... and they took the 11 Western States Champion- 
ship at Sun Valley, Idaho.

There’s no doubt about it. Camping is making a big 
comeback. Time was, not so long ago, that a person who 
liked to take his tent or sleeping bag and rough it in the 
out-of-doors was considered more or less of an “odd-ball.” 
But this idea is changing and more and more people through- 
out the United States are going on camping trips again. 

The trend for back-to-nature vacations is especially evi- 
dent throughout the Western states where most of the na- 
tional parks are located. And, it is readily noticeable in the 
Inyo-Mono area where Inyo and Totyabe National Forests 
are getting a big play during the summer months. 

Statistics for the Inyo-National Forest, which lies almost 
entirely within the two-county area, are particularly impres- 
Sive. > 

According to Joe Radel, supervisor of Inyo National 
Forest (with headquarters in Bishop), the overall increase 
in the recreational use of this forest jumped some 8.3 per 


Write Your Congressman! 


The officials of the Inyo National Forest are greatly 
handicapped in their efforts to maintain and improve the 
public campgrounds in the Inyo-Mono Area. They are 
trying to do the best job they can, with the money avail- 
able; but actually it is woefully inadequate to do a 
thorough job. Because Inyo National Forest doesn’t get 
the nationwide publicity (as Yosemite, for instance, does), 
Congress is unaware that this is the principal outdoor re- 
creation area for the millions of people in the Los Angeles. 
and entire Southern California area. 

The editors of the Inyo-Mono Fishing Guide hope that 
its readers, many of whom use these campgrounds, will 
take the trouble to write their own congressmen and 
senators about the great need for additional funds to 
improve present Inyo National Forest campgrounds, and 
to add many more which will be needed by the increas- 
ing use anticipated in the immediate future. Remember, 
these are your campgrounds. Let your national officials 
know how you feel about this situation. Maybe it will help! 


cent during 1957. This is, of course, on top of a steady 
increase during the past decade. Their annual report indi 
cates a total of 2,258,000 man-days use during last year, 
most of which was in the improved campground and picnic 
areas. This total of course does not include use of roads in 
the Inyo National Forest. 

It may be pointed out that of the 151 national forests 
in the United States, Inyo National Forest ranked fourth in 
recreational use in 1956. It may be even higher when thé 
national statistics for 1957 are compiled. Also, it should be 
pointed out, that Inyo National Forest (while comparativel) 
little publicized nationally) almost approaches the famou! 
Yosemite National Park which reported 2,882,000 man 
days use of its recreational facilities in 1957. 

Even the tent and vacation trailer manufacturers art 
taking note and are impressed by the great upsurge of in 
terest in the out-of-doors. For instance, consider Canva' 
Specialty Manufacturing Co., largest manufacturers of sleep: 
ing bags in the West, which has reported a 70 per cent in 
crease in business in the past year and a half and is antic 
pating a continued rise during the next few years. 

With limited funds, the Inyo National Forest has beguf 
a program of campground improvement which will mak 
things much better for the Inyo-Mono campers in the fu 
ture. In addition to their regular work of maintenance ant 
policing, they began work last year on the Twin’ Lake 
campground at Mammoth and will complete it this sum 
mer. It is designed as a model campground, able to accom 
modate 108 families with the latest facilities, including ne\ 
toilets, tables, stoves, paved access roads, etc. 

In addition, considerable rehabilitation work has beet 
done on the Upper and Lower Gull Lake campgrounds ant 
the June Lake campground to bring them up to modeff 
standards. Work on the Lower Rock Creek campgrounds ant 
the new Deadman camp is scheduled for this summer.

COLEVILLE—No developed camps in this area. 
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In the fall, along about October, the scene changes in 
Inyo-Mono. Instead of fishermen carrying their rods and 
creels, you'll see the hunters carrying their rifles and knives. 


And both Inyo and Mono counties are quite popular with 
the deer hunters each year because there is an abundance of 
bucks in the area—all the way from Little Lake on the south 
to Topaz on the north. There are also,many fine camping 
spots where the nimrods can set up camp, really enjoy their 
hunting and the other activities that seem to go with it. 

Of course, many of the smarter sportsmen bring along 
their fishing gear, too. Trout season doesn’t close until the 
end of October and some of the finest angling will be found 
during the last tew weeks each year. Actually, that’s the time 
when you are more likely to get big trout than at any other 
time of the year. That’s the time when the “locals,” who are 
often too busy in the summer, do their fishing. And they 
usually have good results, too. 

Deer will be found almost anywhere on the eastern 
slopes of the Sierras, but unless there has been an early storm 
they are likely to remain high on the mountainside as long 





as possible. The White Mountains also furnish good dee 
hunting and the bucks appear to be especially large. 

Owens Valley (from Bishop south to Independenct 
usually has a good pheasant season. The Rainbow Club 0 
Bishop annually raises hundreds of birds which are releasé 
prior to the opening of the pheasant season. The Depatt 
ment of Fish and Game also releases others in likely spot 
in the Bishop, Big Pine, and Independence areas. There | 
usually fair quail shooting here, too. And, of course, thet 
is the newly-established Mt. Whitney Game Bird Club soul 
of Lone Pine on the Cloverleaf Ranch which provides phet 
sant shooting on a membership pay-for-your-birds basis unt 
the end of February each year. 

Duck and goose hunting are especially popular in th 
Inyo-Mono area during the late winter months. The larg 
lakes, of course, are likel ly to provide the best shooting bu 
there are usually birds along the larger lower-elevation 
streams also. Duck and goose shooting are usually good 3 
the Pacific Flyways Hunting Club near Grant, open to th 
public during the regular duck season on a dail y fee basi

Each afternoon the leader 
would choose a new campsite, the packers would unload, and 
the cook would start to work. All we had to do was to take 
care of ourselves and enjoy the scenery. 

What would the trip be like? All 20 of us wondered. We 
were Curious, excited, somewhat uncertain, and eager to have 
a look at the largest wilderness area in the U.S. 

With a cup of steaming coffee in my hand, I began to 
meet the others: Mrs. Shelby Rector, a doctor from Pasa- 
dena; Rudy Clements, a superintendent from Troy, New 
York; Margaret Meyer, a bacteriologist from Sacramento; 
Pamela Taylor from Boston; Dick and Betty Jennings from 
Berkeley with their youngsters—Tom 9, Susan 14, Ann 15. 
And the packers! The quiet retiring Glenn Burns, veteran 
of 38 summers on the trails, and his two college-age assist- 
ants, their spurs clanking on the granite and their intense

Glenn with a twinkle in his eye. “He asked me if I had an 
aspirin. ‘No, don’t have that,’ I said. ‘But I can apply a little

Everybody laughed and we drew closer around the fire. 
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The light from the sinking day still shone on the granite 
eminences of Cathedral Peak and Unicorn Peak and IJ heard 
the tinkle of a cowbell on a mare across the young mountain 
stream where we were camped. The chill of the night fell 
across the meadow and the flames flickered on the lodgepole 
pines. The smell of the air was clean—a kind of super-puri- 
ty. The youngest packer dragged a huge deadfall to the fire 
and we helped him lift it on to the coals. 

Makings for the next day’s lunch were laid out and each 
of us put together sandwiches and wrapped dried fruit in 
waxed paper. The cooks called us for supper (soup, steak, 
green beans, potatoes, salad, and pudding). Afterward Joe 
Wampler told us about the next day’s hike. 

“You all have maps,” said Joe, a medium-sized bespec- 
tacled man of 50 who, except for a deep tan, looked like he 
belonged behind a desk in a bank. “Tomorrow we are going 
to Upper Lyell Base Camp, about ten miles from here. We 
go up-drainage in a generally southern direction. Follow the 
Muir Trail signs. I'll put up small red cardboard arrows at 
each trail junction for a double-check. Now to bed with you 
all. We get up at 5:15 a.m.” 

A unanimous groan went up, but we did go to bed. (We 
subsequently found out that when you go to bed a9 p.m.

you are ready to get up early. Hiking in the cool of the morn 
ing is superb.) 

I was not used to a sleeping bag and wondered how com 
fortable the air mattress would be and whether the down 
filled bag would be warm. While I was thinking about this) 
must have fallen asleep for the next thing I knew someon 
was war-whooping through camp and I suddenly realized i 
was 5:15 and time to get up. 

“How'd you sleep?” I asked Osgood Murdock, a retire 
publisher from Oakland as we ate sausage and eggs aroun 
the morning fire. “Well,” he chuckled, “if you want the truth 
I don’t remember. Must have been OK.” 

By 6:15 we had breakfasted, (fruit, sausage and eggs, ho 
cereal, biscuits and honey), packed our sleeping gear int 
duffel bags, and started up the trail. I hiked with Mrs. Chap 
lotte Axe, a smiling grey-haired lady from Los Angeles (i 
later learned she had ten grandchildren!); Clyde Gunter, j 
Christian Science practitioner; and Margaret Wickham, ; 
Glendale schoolteacher. 

We moved along like four snails in that high heaven ¢ 
alpine grassland. The sun sparkled on the stream as it meand 
ered through the mile-wide meadow. The grasses were waist 
high in places and I counted 17 deer along the water. Clump 
of tiny blue wildflowers flourished in the shady places. Ovet 
head the sky was a deep cerulean blue and the white granitt 
glinted so brightly in the sun that I put on dark glasse 
Smoke from a campfire floated in greyish layers above t 
patch of dark green pines. Mrs. Axe stopped to take a photo 
graph of a marmot which eyed us cautiously from a rod 
along the river and I began to enjoy the delight of not bem, 
in a hurry. 

After we left camp the packers began loading the mul& 
in three strings of seven, and by 11 a.m. they had passed ws 
as had the five in our group on horseback. We lunched alont 
the Lyell Fork of the Tuolumne River, blue with glacial silt 
and afterwards while Margaret photographed and Clyde ant 
Mrs. Axe chatted, I spent a half hour unencumbering my eg 
by skipping rocks across the stream. By 1:30, we had reachet 
camp, by 2 o'clock our duffel bags were unpacked, and 4 
2:45, I was tying a Royal Coachman fly to the line on mj 
fishing rod. 

So it went, day after day. At night we sang around tht 
campfire or listened to talks on star gazing, flowers, Indians 
or photography (everyone seemed to have an interesting 
specialty). On layover days (usually every third day) we well 
on side trips to special lakes, a glacier, easy-climb peaks, 0 
just loafed. 

One morning we witnessed the birth of two fawns ini 
clump of hemlocks. Often a geologist told us about the rod 
formations and the mountains. Once I caught a golden trou 
from an 11,000-foot rock-rimmed lake. The pace of life be 
came somehow slowed and the pleasure of a simple greetin{ 
to a stranger on the trai] assumed major importance. 

“The High Sierra is quite a place,” said Shelby Recto 
when we were driving down to Lone Pine after the trip wa 
over. “The first week I thought I’d die when I’d see one mott 
lake to hike around. Thought I just couldn’t make it! Secont 
week I couldn't wait to get down to the lake to see it first 
hand. By the third week I was fairly skipping down the tral 
to walk around the lake again and again. You know, thi 
wilderness kind of grows on you.” 

“IT know what you mean,” I said. 
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If you want to enjoy the best fishing Inyo-Mono has to 
offer, chances are you'll want to make a trip into High Sierra 
back country. Good trails will take you to almost any of 
the hundreds of fine lakes and streams which are, of course, 
not so heavily fished as the roadside waters easily reached by 
Car. 

If you like to hike, you can reach some of these high- 
country spots. Chances are, though, you'll want to plan a 
pack trip—really enjoy yourself without wearing yourself 
out. 

The Inyo-Mono area offers more opportunity for interest- 
ing pack trips into the back-country than almost any other 
region in the United States. More than a score of pack sta- 
tions are located strategically along the eastern slopes of the 
Sierras, from Coso Junction on the south to Coleville on the 
north. These pack outfits are licensed by the State of Cali- 
fornia and by the U.S. Forest Service. Personnel is capable 
and well-trained. Animals are sure-footed. 

In addition, there are flying services in Coso Junction, 
Grant, Lone Pine, and Bishop which can take you to some 
of the back-country spots where landing strips are available.

In order to offset the increasing fishing pressure on Inyo- 
Mono’s back-country lakes and streams, the Department of 
Fish and Game carries out a continuous program of fing- 
erling plants each year. While “catchable-size” trout (4-8 to 
a pound) are planted throughout the season in the roadside 
waters easily reached by car, the fingerlings are reserved for 
540 other High Sierra lakes and streams. 

Nowadays, most of the fingerlings are planted by plane. 
And it certainly saves time and money over the former 
method of carrying them to these hard-to-reach lakes by pack 
animals, etc. Extensive tests show that practically none of 
the fingerlings are killed in the drop from the low-flying 
plane. 

More than two and one-half million fingerlings were 
planted in these Inyo-Mono back-country waters during the 
summer and fall of the 1957 season. By far the most were 
Rainbows with Brownies in second place. 1957 totals for 
each were: Rainbow, 1,068,645; Eastern Brook, 295,455; 
Brown, 729,634; Cutthroat, 463,928: and Golden, 149,000. 

Raising and planting trout is an expensive operation. 
But there is no question that these huge fingerling plants 
each year are paying off. And that is one of the main reasons 
Why you'll nearly always enjoy fine trout fishing in any of 
Inyo-Mono’s back country’s lakes and streams.

ONE OF INYO-MONO’S 
CLAIMS TO FAME 


PALISADE GLACIER NESTLES BENEATH 14,000-FOOT PEAKS WITH SUMMIT LAKE IN FOREGROUND 


One of Inyo-Mono’s more publicized claims to fame is 
the Palisade Glacier, located in the High Sierras west of Big 
Pine. Known as the southernmost active glacier in the Unit- 
ed States, it is also the largest in the Sierras. Its vast snowy 
whiteness can readily be noted almost anywhere in the Big 
Pine Canyon area, a silent sentinel located in the shadow 
of several rugged Sierra peaks, all of which approach or pass 
14,000 feet in elevation. 

It is a beautiful sight from a distance and it’s even more 
awe-inspiring close-at-hand. And many interested parties 
make the trip to this famous ice river each year. Most of 
the visitors make the journey by pack horse. But some of the 
younger and stronger, who like their back-packing, make the 
hike to and from the glacier. Unless you are used to this sort 
of effort, however, this is certainly not recommended. 

Many people talk about glaciers, probably don’t know 
the difference between an active glacier and a huge snow- 
field. So, perhaps a definition from the dictionary would be 
in order. Webster defines a glacier as “an extended mass of 
ice formed from snow falling and accumulating on high 
mountains or elsewhere above the snow-line and moving (in 
most cases very slowly) downward to lower levels.” 

In other words, the snow falls and accumulates faster 
than it melts off each year and the huge body of ice, often 
centuries and sometimes thousands of years old, moves slowly 
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downward. Sometimes it moves but a few inches or feet a 
year; sometimes faster. And the glaciers are so powerful that 
they carry almost everything with them—huge boulders, 
trees, etc. 

So much for general definition. Now, back to Palisade 
Glacier specifically. If you’d like to make the trip, we re- 
commend that you make arrangements with the Glacier 
Pack Station, located on the Glacier Lodge Road about 10 
miles west of the Town of Big Pine. Don Calkins, photo: 
grapher for the Inyo-Mono Fishing Guide, went along with 
a party consisting of Jake Zediker (the packer), Mr. and 
Mrs. Roy Steadman, and Rev. Laing Sibbet in October of 
1957, only a few days before heavy snow in the area made 
the trail impassable. Most of the pictures on these pages were 
taken by Calkins on that trip. 

Actually it takes about three hours of riding to reach the 
famed Palisade Glacier and on the way you pass some of 
the finest scenery in the High Sierras. If you have time, you'll 
want to stop off at any of the Big Pine Lakes (from 1 to 7) 
to take in the lovely views, maybe even catch a trout or two 
because these lakes generally provide excellent angling. At 
Fourth Lake you pass the Upper Lake Lodge (operated bj 
Glacier Lodge) and, if you are early in the season, you'll 
probably find Bob Clunie, well-known painter, busy at work 
on a new canvas depicting some of the varied alpine scenery

May Be Caught in The Lakes And 
Streams of Inyo-Mono 


In Inyo-Mono lakes and streams you may catch five species of trout. Fingerlings 
of these five types of fish are regularly planted by the Department of Fish and 
Game in the waters apparently most suitable for each. 

Of course the Rainbow is the most predominant type, almost anywhere in the 
area. You'll find it at comparatively low elevations and also up to great heights. 

Brown Trout, so popular in Inyo-Mono because they seem to thrive so well and 
often grow to huge size, are a comparatively low-level fish. On the other hand, 
you'll usually find the Eastern Brook Trout comparatively high. And, of course, 
the Golden Trout are always at very high elevations, seldom caught in lakes under 
10,000 feet. Cutthroat Trout will be found principally in large lower lakes and 
the smaller streams leading from them, including June, Crowley and Topaz Lakes. 


Drawings of each of these species of trout, along with detailed description of 
each, are printed below. Drawings courtesy of the National Wildlife Federation. 


RAINBOW TROUT 


Very large numbers of this species are plant- 
ed by the Department of Fish and Game in 
the High Sierra lakes and streams each year, 
and it is by far the most important trout in 
the Inyo-Mono area. In typical form, it is 


easily distinguished by the colorful “rainbow” 
along the sides and the many black spots on 
the back, dorsal fin, and sides. However, those 





which live in lakes may become quite silvery. 
(Crowley Lake trout are a good example). 
Many anglers are confused by the wide varia- 
tion in color displayed by Rainbow Trout. It 
must be kept in mind that under the many 
conditions found in different lakes and streams, 


this species can display a wide variety of colors, 
Shapes and sizes. 


Rainbow are the most adaptable of the 
trout, doing well in cold water, yet able to 
endure temperatures of more than 80 degrees 
Fahrenheit for short periods, if the water is 


Well aerated. In many lakes and streams this 
trout is a spectacular fighter. 
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GOLDEN TROUT 


The Golden Trout is the official fish of the 
State of California. Once plentiful in the High 
Sierra, it is now found only in a few high- 
elevation streams and lakes (usually over 10,- 
QOO feet elevation). The Department of Fish 
and Game, however, recently inaugurated a 
program to increase the propagation of this 
beautiful fish and thousands of fingerling Gold- 


ens have been raised and planted over a wide 
area by plane the past two or three years. 


This species is closely related to the Rain- 
bow and often inter-breeds with it. They are 
brilliantly colored, being lemon yellow or even 
red below the lateral line and on the belly. 
There are fewer spots on the fore parts of the 
body than the Rainbow and the parr marks 
are usually retained throughout life. 


Originally, Goldens were confined to streams 
in the Kern River drainage, but they have 
been distributed, both by plants of wild fish 
and hatchery stocks, to other high elevation 
waters in the Sierra Nevada range.

Five Species of Trout in Inyo-Mon 


...- continued from preceding page 


CUTTHROAT TROUT 


Like the Rainbows, there are several varieties 
of Cutthroat Trout. Typically, they are heavily 
spotted with black (hence they are often called 
“black-spotted trout,” or “black spotted Ta- 
hoe’), and often have a streak of red on each 
side of the head below the lower jaw. They 





have a larger mouth than the Rainbow and 
smaller scales. 


In the Inyo-Mono area they are found princi- 
pally in Topaz Lake, West and East Walker 
River, Upper Owens River, Crowley Lake. Re- 
cently a limited number has been planted in 
June Lake. 


Like Rainbow, Cutthroat Trout are spring- 
spawners. The two species can cross, but usual- 
ly infertile hybrids are produced. The Cut- 
throat sometimes do attain a large size. (In- 
cidentally, Walker Lake near Hawthorne, Ne- 
vada, is famous for its large Cutthroat Trout). 


EASTERN BROOK TROUT 


The name “Eastern” is used to distinguish 
this trout from the native Rainbow found in 
small mountain streams and sometimes refer- 
red to as “brook trout.” 


These fish aie native to the Eastern part of 
the United States and were first planted in 





California in 1872. They have proved to be 
particularly well suited to the High Sierra 
lakes, where they spawn very successfully in 
springs rising from the lake bottoms. 


Unfortunately, the “Brookie”’ does not 4 
tain a large size in most Inyo-Mono lakes, ay 
it is not a determined fighter. On the oth 
hand, it is easily caught by less experienc 
fishermen, and there is no question but th 
it is just about the best, if not the best, flavor 
trout—a real delicacy on the dinner table. 


The distinguishing characteristics of Easter 
Brook Trout are its dark-grey or black upp 
parts, white belly, small red spots on the side 
wavy bands on the back and on the dorsal fi 
The lower fins have pronounced white margig 
and, at spawning time, males assume beaut 
ful orange-yellow hues on the under parts. 


BROWN TROUT 


This species is also known as Germa 
Brown, and as Lochleven, but the corre 
name is “Brown Trout.” It is a_ native ¢ 
Europe, where it lives in lakes and streams an 
commonly runs to sea, like our Western Sted 
head. Brown Trout have long been cultivate 
in Germany, and some of the first eggs to } 
brought to the United States came from th 
country; thus the name “German Brown 
Similarly, this trout inhabits many Scotch lake 
and in the latter part of the last century: 
shipment of eggs came to the United State 
from Loch Leven and these were known as th 
“Loch Leven Brown,” or simply as ‘‘Lod 





leven.’ Originally, these fish from Loch Leve 
had certain slight differences which led sciet 
tists to class them as separate sub-species. It 
some years after these trout were brought ! 
California, the Department of Fish and Gam 
tried to keep the so-called ‘“‘Lochleven”’ separal 
from the Browns, but this soon became if 
practical, and a number of years ago all @ 
tempts to distinguish them were given up. 


All trout vary considerably in their appeal 
ances, and the “Brownie” is certainly no @ 
ception. For this reason a few people beliet 
they can tell Lochleven from the other Brow 
Trout. These presumed differences are moi 
imagined than real, and today all these fi 
should be called “Brown Trout.” 


In most streams and lakes the ‘‘Brownit 
can easily be distinguished by its brown ¢ 
yellow-brown color, its large dark spots, af 
the small red or vermillion dots on the sidé 
In some lakes, however, these colors are fl 
clearly pronounced; the red dots may be haf 
to find, the dark spots few and indistinct, al 
the general coloration quite pale.

Fabulous Crowley Lake, probably the best known ap 
most frequented (by trout fishermen) of all of Inyo-Mondo 
lakes and streams, enjoyed its greatest popularity in 19) 
and the management, under the direction of the Departmen 
of Recreation and Parks (City of Los Angeles) is lookin 
forward to an even bigger year in 1958. 

After that record-shattering opening of 1957, when: 
total of 10,034 anglers in 3,178 boats (figures include @ 
estimated 500 shore fishermen) invaded “the lair of th 
tackle busters,” it is hard to imagine that a bigger openin 
could be possible. But if the weather man cooperates, as h 
did in 1957, a new first day and seasonal record might easi| 
be established at Crowley Lake this year. 

One factor which made the 1957 opening especial! 
notable was the fishing itself. Those silver-colored trot 
cooperated famously, acted as if they hadn’t had anythin 
to eat all winter (actually Crowley Lake produces tremel 
dous feed and that's why the trout grow so fast there), av 
most everyone caught fish. A total of 1200 limits wet 
checked out the opening day—-and that’s not bad. 

It is difficult to envision such a scene as the 1957 opet 
ing. Imagine 3,178 boats on the lake! Seems as though the 
would be so thick you could walk across Crowley and neve 
touch water.

and during the entire season—has been increasing steadily 
through the past years. (Previous record for opening day 
was 6,869 anglers in 2,391 boats, established in 19506. This 
means an increase of some 3,200 fishermen and nearly 
1.000 boats at the 1957 opening. For the season, a total 
of 58,467 anglers tried their luck on Crowley, bettering by 
42? fishermen the previous season record set in 19506. Broken 
down still farther, these 1957 figures reveal that of this 
huge total, 14,589 sportsmen fished from city-owned rental 
inboard motor boats and rowboats; 38,516 Izaak Waltons 
brought their own craft: and there was a total of 5,162 shore 
fishermen reported). 

For some unknown reason, there were no really big 
tackle busters (they have to be at least 15 lbs. or more on 
Crowley to be considered out of the ordinary) \anded in 
1957. Takehura Yamanouye of San, Fernando topped the 
list for the season with his 11 Ib. 4 oz. Brown which he 
took June 27. This is a far cry from the all-time Crowley 
mark which is held by Burke Vinkemulder of El Monte 


who reeled in a 19 lb. 5 oz. Brownie in 1950; yet it was 


Here’s a way you can help the Department of Fish and 
Game get information about the fish in Crowley Lake. 


At the close of the 1957 fishing season, the Department 
planted a tremendous number of catchable-size Rainbow 
Trout in Crowley Lake, just as it always does. But this 
time the biologists removed the “belly fins” from 13,000 
of them. Also, on 700 other trout, numbered green and 
yellow plastic tags were placed under the belly skin. Be- 
fore they were tagged, each of these 700 trout was 
weighed and measured, providing individual records of 
their weights and lengths. 


So, if you catch any of these marked or tagged fish in 
Crowley Lake this year, be sure té report it to the census 
takers there. When the season’s records are compiled, 
the Department of Fish and Game will have accurate in- 
formation on the amount of growth the trout puts on be- 
tween the time it is planted and when caught. The De- 
partment will also have a better idea on just how many 
fish are caught in Crowley Lake each year—and how big. 


a mighty fine trout, would be considered a “whopper” almost 
anywhere but Crowley, where they really grow ’em big. 

At the close of the 1957 season (July 31 each year om 
Crowley Lake), the Department of Fish and Game planted 
the lake heavily with catchable-size Rainbows. With these 
growing to |!4 and and 2 |b. trout during the winter months, 
and with every favorable prospect for a bigger attendance 
this year, Crowley management has gone ahead with new 
construction which includes additional docks for season-long 
berthing of private boats, grading and preparation of more 
beach landing areas, additional auto-parking facilities, en- 
larged checking gates with a four-lane entrance and a two- 
lane bypass for better ingress and egress. 

Yes, at Crowley Lake, they'll all be ready for that big 
annual opening day of the season in 1958. And, if the 
weather is good, it is highly possible that another new re 
cord will be established. Better plan now to be on hand for 
this fabulous fishing event!

The remaining pages of this book 
will cover the various recreation areas 
within Inyo-Mono—from south to 
north, along U.S. 395 and 6—by pic- 
ture, maps, and writeups. Follow them 
carefully as you drive along. 

You officially enter the Inyo-Mono 
“vacationland” just south of Little Lake 
at the Inyo-Kern county line. And, it’s 
a welcome sight, to the west, after a 
rather dull drive across the desert, to 
see that the Sierra mountains are get- 
ting taller and the countryside getting 
more interesting. Your drive northward 
continues past Coso Junction, Dunmov- 
in, Grant, Olancha, Cartago, and on 
into Lone Pine. 

Lone Pine itself is a friendly town, 
adequately supplied with a variety of 
stores, motels, hotels, service stations, 
and other businesses. It boasts a shady 
roadside park and a municipally owned 
swimming pool that appeals to many 
tourists. 

But, of course, you may want to stop 
along the way. Either at Coso Junction 
or at Grant you can embark on a quick 
plane ride which will terminate at Mon- 
ache Meadows, high in the Sierras. Here 
in this back-country paradise, you'll find 
excellent trout fishing, hunting in sea- 
son, accommodations, and pack horses 
to enable you to continue your trip far- 
ther into the High Sierras. If you want 
to visit Jordan’s Hot Springs, or other 
similar areas around the Kern River, 
you ll have to pack (or Azke) from Mon- 
ache. And, of course, you can reach 
Monache itself by pack train from Hat- 
wee or Sage Flat. Either way you go, 
you'll probably find this trip very re- 
warding—in scenery, fishing, and re- 
laxation. 

There is other excellent back-country 
farther north, too—for instance, the 
area around Templeton and Tunnel 
Meadows, which can be reached by 
plane from Lone Pine or by pack train. 
Then there is the incomparable high 
country around Cottonwood Lakes and 
Golden Trout Creek which can be 
reached by pack outfit from Cartago or 
Carroll Creek. 


Outside of this Sierra back-country 
we have mentioned, principal fishing 
activity comes along Lone Pine Creek 


to the west of the Town of Lone Pine 
and on up the beautiful Mt. Whitney 
Trail. Lone Pine Creek is readily fished 
from the town westward to Whitney 
Portal, an ideal camping and picnicking 
spot. From there you can walk to sever- 
al good fishing lakes, such as Lone Pine 
Lake, Mirror Lake, etc. And, if you are 


real ambitious, you can hike or ride to 
the top of Mt. Whitney, highest peak in 
the United States. | 

There 1s also a lot of interesting back- | 
country that can be reached from the 
pack station at Whitney Portal, or along 
the John Muir Trail, or across Shepard 
Pass.

--- Bob and Jerri Lee Set New Reeord For 
Up-and-Down Climb of Mt. Whitney

The big day arrived—September 26, 
1957. We picked it for our attempt to 
break the up-and-down climbing record 
on Mt. Whitney because it was late in 
the season and in the middle of the 
week—to avoid congestion along the 
trail. That was a day when Elder Em- 
mett Watts of our Seventh-Day Ad- 
ventist Church in Ridgecrest could be 
on hand to officially time and witness 
our effort. Then, too, the U.S. Forest 
Ranger would be at Whitney Portal all 
day—to check us out and check us in, 
adding his official stamp of approval to 
the record, if we established one. 

At exactly 6:30 a.m. I started up the 
trail from Whitney Portal. One hour 
and 2 minutes later Bob left the same 


point. 
* * * 


The Whitney Trail is interesting but 
gets rather monotonous at the very be- 
ginning, from the Portal to the Lone 
Pine Lake trail junction, a distance of 
2 miles. Many people who start up 
the trail are discouraged before they 


ever reach the junction. But, from there 
on, the scenery changes, becoming more 
alpine, more dramatic, more variable. 
Outpost Camp, (sometimes called Ibex 
Meadow) is soon underfoot—a wide 
flat spot in a valley where the water 
from two creeks flows in over a cascade 
and a waterfall and spreads out to pass 
quietly between banks of bushes and 
grass. 

The trail crosses the foot of the cas- 
cade on the northwest side of Outpost 
Camp to ascend the wall of the valley 
on its way to Mirror Lake where the 
beautiful view of the lake is always re- 
warding. Nestled in a depression ringed 
by massive white walls, Mirror Lake is 
small but deep. As I passed it I re- 
membered several delightful trips when 
we camped here—a real delight at 10,- 
600 feet. Campsites are good, but few. 
Firewood has to be hunted but is avail- 
able. Trees are brilliant and picturesque 
(which delights the photographers) and 
the open sky is an amazingly deep blue. 
But on this trip I didn’t even pause as 
I hurried along the trail which soon 
crossed the timberline. 





@ EDITOR’S NOTE—On September 
26, 1957, Bob and Jerri Lee of 
Ridgecrest, California, established 
new men’s and women’s records for 
the round-trip climb up and down 
Mt. Whitney, tallest peak in the 
United States, which towers 14,496 
feet into the sky. The Lees broke 
existing records by at least an hour 
—records previously established by 
themselves. New records now are: 
men’s, 7 hours and 8 minutes; wo- 
men’s, 8 hours and 22 minutes. 


While this type of hike is not re- 
commended for the average climb- 
er, it does appeal to some of the 
hardier individuals, seasoned in 
mountain climbing and back-pack- 
ing. And Jerri and Bob Lee have 
certainly established records which 
will be difficult to beat. The Lone 
Pine Chamber of Commerce is con- 
sidering the idea of staging an an- 
nual Mt. Whitney climbing contest 
—an event that might stir up some 
real interest in “speed climbing” 
by some of the outstanding alpinists 
in the state. 


For those who wish to take their 
time, Mt. Whitney, with its fine trail, 
is not a difficult climb. About 2,000 
successfully make the trip each 
year—some on horses, some on 
foot. But the usual method is to 
leave Lone Pine and Whitney Portal 
in the afternoon, hike to Mirror 
Lake or Trail Camp and spend the 
night, then climb to the summit the 
next day—and return—without 
pack. Then an easy downhill return 
to Whitney Portal. 


The accompanying article was writ- 
ten by Jerri Lee and tells first-hand 
about their record-breaking trip to 
the top of Mt. Whitney. 


And, of course, there were the scen- 
ery changes again. Now the trees were 
gone, as were all of the larger bushes. 
The landscape was rocky and the trail 
winds its way up rugged cliffs and 
among huge boulders. During the sum- 
mer the polemonium (often called 
‘mountaineers’ flower’) blooms here in 
abundance. And, because they grow 
only at these extremely high altitudes, 
only hikers and climbers ever get to 
them. As a result, these blooms are fe- 
garded as a “badge” of mountaineering. 

On up the way there’s the area called 
“Trail Camp” which contains a good- 
sized lake which is always extremely

cold. The trail parallels the lake and 
then abruptly starts up the famous 
“switchbacks” which cover about two 
miles of hiking and take you up more 
than a thousand feet in elevation to 
Trail Crest (or Whitney Pass), the high- 
est pass in the Sierras at an elevation of 
13,600 feet. The view west into the 
back country is a beautiful panorama 
of peaks, clouds floating about in a blue 
sky at about the same level as where 
you are, lakes like jewels, serrated walls 
and cliffs, forested areas looking like 
green carpeted valleys, with the dis- 
tance reducing the size of the lofty 
pines to bush size. 

Immediately at your feet there’s a 
boulder-strewn slope slanting sharply 
downward for hundreds of feet, term- 
inating in the basin containing Hitch- 
cock Lakes and Crabtree Meadows. 

Here a surprising thing happens. The 
trail suddenly goes down instead of up. 
Soon you cross the John Muir Trail 
Junction and again begin your ascent. 
And, just before you reach the very 
top, on the approach to the shelter and 
registry box, the trail turns into short, 
steep “switchbacks” with a few high 
steps, which often take a lot of effort. 

And then I was at the very summit 
of Mt. Whitney—highest point in the 
United States—14,496 feet above sea 
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level. I had the worst part of the hike 
over, all right, and I had made it in 5 
hours and 20 minutes—about 25 min- 
utes ahead of my previous record. 

I started down and met Bob about 
300 feet from the summit. He was 46 
minutes ahead of his 1956 record and 
it was obvious to us both that we could 
set new official marks if we could keep 
up the pace on the downward journey. 

It wasn’t long before he passed me, 
but I kept hurrying along as fast as I 
could—even though the blisters were 
beginning to develop on my feet. And 
finally I reached Whitney Portal at 
2:52 p.m. Bob was waiting for me; he 
had checked in at 2:37. We were tired, 
dusty, and dirty. But we were very hap- 
py because we had both broken our 
records—by a good margin. We were 
satisfied with our efforts and had prov- 
en our point—that weight-training 
could improve anyone’s climbing abili- 
ty and endurance. 

Yes, it was a great day for us. But 
we were glad it was over. 

Climbing Mt. Whitney is a great ex- 
perierice and we certainly want to re- 
commend it as well worth the effort, 
whether you want to make it in a hurry 
like we did, or whether you want to 
take two or three days and really have 
time to enjoy it.

Good Low-Level Stream Fishing, Fine Angling in Fhe Back-Country Lakes 


As you travel north from Lone Pine, 
look to the west and you'll probably 
catch a glimpse of majestic Mt. Whit- 
ney. And, a little farther north you'll 
see Mt. Williamson, almost as high— 
landmark of the Independence area. 


When you reach the Independence- 
Big Pine area, you are in the heart of 
Owens Valley—a broad expanse of fair- 
ly flat land lying between the Sierras 
on the west and the White Mountains 
on the east. As you travel along the 
highway you cross several small streams, 
all of which are frequently stocked with 
catchable-size trout — providing fairly 
good fishing, especially early in the sea- 
son when the water is comparatively 
high. But most of the good trout angl- 
ing will be found in the Sierra back- 
country. And this section of Inyo-Mono 
has some of the best. 

Independence is the county seat of 
Inyo County and you'll probably notice 
the court house as you drive past. You're 
invited to stop in and see the historic 
display at the Eastern California Mu- 
seum in the court house building. 

One of the principal streams in the 
most southern part of this section is In- 
dependence Creek which can be fished 
from the Town of Independence west- 
ward (and upward) to Gray’s Meadow 
and Onion Valley. A well graded road 
extends as far as the latter, a good 
“jumping off” spot to a variety of back- 
country hardly equalled elsewhere in 
the High Sierras. Two pack stations are 
located at Onion Valley, ready to take 
parties across Kearsarge, Shepard, Saw- 
mill, or Taboose passes. Another pack 
station is located on Oak Creek, just a 
few miles north and west of cea 
dence, not far from U. S. 395. 


It would be impossible to list these 
back-country lakes because there are so 
many. But, if you are interested, you can 
find as many as you like on detailed 
maps of the area. And, youll find ex- 
cellent fishing in practically all of them 
and such unusual mountain scenery that 
the U. S. government has set much of it 
aside as the King’s Canyon National 
Park. The north-south John Muir Trail 
connects the trans-Sierra trails, making 
it comparatively simple to reach any of 
these important lakes and streams. 


Back down on U. S. 395, and driving 
northward, you pass Aberdeen, Fish 
Springs, several small fishing streams, 
and enter Big Pine, another friendly 
Inyo county community, with fine 
motels, stores, service stations, etc. By 
turning westward at the center of town, 
you can drive up Big Pine Creek Can- 
yon to an elevation of 7,850 feet on a

About 15 miles north of Big Pine, 
you reach Bishop, largest community in 
the Eastern High Sierras. It’s a popular 
area with sportsmen, not only for its 
fine stores, motels, hotels, etc., but also 
for the diversified opportunities for the 
anglers—on river, stream, and_ lake. 


Several good resorts are in the area. 
* * * 


Now, let’s first consider the Owens 
River. This large “low level” stream 1s 
annually stocked with catchable-size 
Rainbow Trout by the Dept. of Fish 
and Game. But there are thousands and 
thousands of good-size native Brown 
Trout in there too, waiting to be caught 
by anglers who know how to do it. 


Owens River is readily reached from 
any number of roads near Bishop. And 
it is now open for year-around trout 
fishing from Pleasant Valley Dam north 
of town as far south as the Los Angeles 
Aqueduct Intake (opposite Aberdeen).

which terminates at Lake Sabrina (18 
miles away). Most of the drive up, you'll 
be going parallel and close to Bishop 
Creek and there are many spots along 
this stream that are good fishing be- 
cause it is heavily and regularly planted 
with catchable-size Rainbows. 


Principal lakes in this area are Lake 
Sabrina, North Lake, and South Lake. 
Sabrina is the largest (200 acres) and 
is planted with 30,000 “catchables” 
every season. There is a resort (Camp 
Sabrina) close by and boats are also 
available. There are also good camp 
grounds in the vicinity. North Lake is 
only a few miles distant and also readily 
reached by car. It is small (15 acres) 
but the fishing is good and it is planted 
with 6,000 catchable-size Rainbows an- 
nually. There is a resort (Cardinal Vil- 
lage) on Bishop Creek nearby and there 
is also a pack station (Schober’s) where 
animals are available to take you to 
some of the fabulous back-country 
across Piute Pass, etc.

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South Lake is an excellent fishing 
lake on the South Fork of Bishop Creek 
(25 miles from Bishop). This popular 
lake boasts approximately 100 acres and 
is planted with 20,000 “catchables’ 
each season. A resort (Parcher’s Ratn- 
bow Camp) serves this immediate area 
and there is also a pack station (Kam- 
bow) ready to arrange a trip for you 
across Bishop Pass, etc. Angling is good 
all along the South Fork of Bishop 
Creek and there is another resort (Bish- 
op Creek Lodge) to serve this area. 


Included also in this Bishop-Owens 
River section is the Pine Creek area to 
the north of Bishop. Pine Creek is fish- 
able for almost its entire length and 1s 
annually planted with 10,000 catchable- 
size Rainbow Trout up as far as its junc. 
tion with Morgan Creek. Here you will 
also find a pack station (Pine Creek), 
ready to take you to the fabulous French 
Canyon area (and other good back 
country spots) where you can catch

Most every sportsmen and outdoor lover has probably 
nursed a hidden desire to make a trip into the High Sierra 
back country. And, of course, hundreds do it every year. More 
than 20 licensed pack stations are located throughout the 
Inyo-Mono area, ready to transport people to Wilderness 
Area destinations, almost anywhere within the vast region. 

Then, too, for the hardier individual who doesn’t mind 
dimbing and hiking, there’s always the back-packing meth- 
od. In years past I have done a lot of mountain hiking and

[don’t mind it too much. But since my main interest is in 
photography, not fishing, I find it rather awkward to lug 
heavy Camera equipment, tripod, extra film, etc. around on 
my back. 

So, this year (fall of 1957, that is) I decided to ride a 
pack horse into the back country so that I could carry my 
equipment easily, and also have time to take all the photos 
that I would want. 

Like I said before, there are lots of pack stations in the 
area. All of them are licensed by the Forest Service and all 
have sure-footed horses and mules and capable guides. I just 
happened to be acquainted with the Kings Canyon area, a

There’s plenty of fine trout fishing all through this area, 
of that I am sure.

So I thought that maybe 
the amateur photographers (and there are lots of them) 
might like to hear about a few of my experiences and per- 
haps a little advice on picture-taking in the High Sierra 
back-country, most of which I have learned the “hard way.”

Packing-In for Photos 


... continued from preceding page 


on several trips. First one was to Saddle Rock Lake, which 
is only about two hours’ ride each way. Passing South Lake 
at the end of the road, the trail cuts south through a draw. 
On up past an old saw mill, and through what is called 
“The Chimney.” This is a series of switchbacks hewn out of 
an almost vertical granite break. From there the trail con- 
tinues on over a rise and comes out at Long Lake, with its 
winding banks and coves. In places the trail is right along 
the water’s edge. Then it rises again to pass Spearhead and 
Timberline lakes and on to Saddle Rock Lake (destination 
that trip). It was certainly worthwhile from a photographer's 
standpoint and I am sure the anglers would have enjoyed 
the fine fishing for Eastern Brook and Rainbow Trout. 


PACK TRAIN APPROACHES SWITCHBACK NEAR SPEARHEAD, LONG LAKES 

My next trip was to the Middle Fork of the Kings River, 
a distance of some 20 miles. And it was quite an experience. 
The repeat journey over the same trail as we had taken the 
day before was far from being repititious. I was constantly 
seeing new views of scenic shots, lakes and streams in differ- 
ent light, etc. I guess you could go over this a hundred times 
and get new picture ideas every time. 

From Saddle Rock Lake we wound over and around the 
sandy knolls to the base of Bishop Pass. Here the trail 
meanders through large granite boulders as it climbs some 
700 feet to the uppermost point of the pass. At this vantage 
point you can look back and see the Bishop Lakes, Margaret 
and Treasure lakes, and, beyond the ridges and summits, 
the Owens Valley. To this point it is an easy one day’s ride. 

Going on over the pass, we dropped into Dusy Basif, 
dotted with small lakes and streams, all that’s left of what 
was once a huge glacier. We were now in Kings Canyon Na- 
tional Park. At the lower edge of the basin is the Dusy 
Bench, a sheer 60-degree drop for 2,000 feet of glacier-cut 
granite. Along the north side is a growth of manzanita 6 t0 
8 feet high. It’s through this that the trail has been cut t0 
the bottom of LeConte Canyon and the Middle Fork of the 
Kings River. 

From this point can be seen Big Pete and Little Pett 
Meadows to the north, Ladder Lakes across the canyon, and 
Grouse Meadows to the south. Large pines and firs are 
abundant throughout the canyon and at times the trail goé 
through a virtual forest, with ferns and moss flourishing all 
around. 

Farther to the south the Kings River is intercepted by 
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Palisade Creek. Here under the large pines it is comparable 
to Sequoia and Yosemite national parks. Deer are seen quite 
frequently and occasionally a bear will make his appearance. 
The trail forks here and we took the eastern fork up 
ch | Palisade Creek to Stillwater Camp and Deer Meadows.

Convict Lake, Hot Creek, and Lots of Fine Back-Country Also in This Areq 


At Bishop you'll say goodbye to U.S. 
Highway 6, continue northward on USS. 
395. If you haven’t been in the High 
Sierras for a couple of years, or more, 
you ll be surprised at the new stretch of 
highway which eliminates the zig-zag- 
ging Sherwin Grade, long a headache 
for Inyo-Mono motorists. The new 
route branches eastward at Birchim 
Canyon (about 15 miles north of Bish- 
op) and connects with the old U.S. 395 
just south of Tom’s Place. The old road 
past Paradise Camp remains open. 

Just south of Tom’s Place, you'll find 
a road leading westward from the high- 
way into the higher Sierra country. Gen- 
erally speaking, this road follows Rock 
Creek upward to Rock Creek Lake (e/e- 
vation of 9,082 feet). During the sum- 
mer, you're likely to pass scores of trail- 
ers and tents in the public camp grounds 
which line the banks. And, you are like- 
ly to see quite a few anglers out trying 
their luck, too, because Rock Creek is 
good fishing. It is a long stream and is 
fished heavily, because it is so easily 
reached. But it is stocked generously

and regularly with catchable-size Rain- 
bow Trout by the Department of Fish 
and Game. 

A lodge, store, and pack station are 
located on or at the end of this road. 
Some of the most beautiful back-coun- 
try in the High Sierras can be reached 
by trail from this point. 

Back down on U. S. 395, we continue 
on northward through Tom’s Place, to 
the South Landing of Crowley Lake. 
This man-made lake, owned and oper- 
ated by the City of Los Angeles, is 
known as the “lair of the tackle busters” 
and it is no idle slogan. More big trout 
are caught in Crowley every year than 
in any other California lake, barring 
none. 

There are other good fishing spots 
in this section of Inyo-Mono. Several 
good streams flow out of the High Sier- 
ras into Crowley and into the river 
above it, including Hilton Creek, Mc- 
Gee Creek, etc. 

The Hilton Lakes are quite popular, 
too. This group of scenic back-country 
waters (at an elevation of a little more

Boats 
are available on some of these lakes 
where fishing for Rainbows, Browns, 
Brookies, and some Goldens is extra 
special. : 

Convict Lake is another popular and 
well-known spot. Easily reached by sur- 
faced road extending westward from 
U. S. 395, several miles north of Crow- 
ley, this lake provides good fishing, and 
rugged Sierra scenery. A resort on this 
lake offers accommodations, supplies, 
boats, pack horses, restaurant and camp: 
ing grounds. 

Hot Creek is another famous stream 
included. This creek, flowing eastward 
from U. S. 395, is considered one of the 
very best “low level” fishing streams in 
the High Sierras. Because of the temp- 
erature of the water, and the abundance 
of natural feed, the trout seem to grow 
extra fast. There are plenty of oad 
sized Browns and Rainbows in here, to 
be taken. Most everyone uses flies on 
this stream, with excellent results.

Year-Around Activity in This Region; Fishing in Summer, Skiing in Winter 


Traveling north of Convict Lake and 
Hot Creek, you'll soon come to Casa 
Diablo and the turnoff to Mammoth 
Lakes, Inyo-Mono’s most popular year- 
around vacation area. For many years 
Mammoth’s beautiful lakes, cool cli- 
mate, and mountain scenery have made 
it a mecca for vacationers in the sum- 
mer. Now skiing at Mammoth Mt. is 
also making it popular in the winter. 

You'll find the Mammoth Lakes re- 
gion easy to reach—just a few miles 
west of U. S. Highway 395. And the 
surfaced road takes you up to all the 
important lakes—Twin, Mary, George, 
Mamie, and Horseshoe. All provide 
good fishing throughout the season—as 
they are regularly planted with catch- 
able-size trout by the Department of 
Fish and Game. Mammoth Creek also 
furnishes good angling for those who 
like to work a stream. And, there are 
lots of good back-country lakes that may 
be reached by packing or hiking. A 
pack station serves the Mammoth area

and another operates out of Reds Mea- 
dows nearby. 

The area around the latter is also 
quite popular. Easily reached by the sur- 
faced Minaret Road, it provides good 
fishing on the San Joaquin River, Sotch- 
er Lake, and several others. Devils Post- 
pile, a National Monument and quite a 
tourist attraction, is also located here. 
And so are Rainbow Falls and the earth- 
quake faults. 


There are many resorts, stores, boat 
landings, etc. in the Mammoth Lakes 
area. And, there are plenty of good 
camp grounds for those who wish to 
“rought it.” Swimming is allowed on 
Horseshoe Lake at the end of the main 
Mammoth road. 

But the sport which is making Mam- 
moth more and more popular as a “‘year- 
round playground” is skiing. Mammoth 
Mountain, long-blessed with an abund- 
ance of snow and a big variety of slopes, 
now boasts a 3500-foot double chair lift 
which is making Dave McCoy’s opera- 
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tion even more popular, especially with 
the southern California enthusiasts who 
are often hard-pressed to find suitable 
snow. There are several good ski lodges 
in the area, appealing especially to the 
winter business, and more are being 
planned. Mammoth Mountain is a ski- 
ing “natural” and is growing in popu- 
larity every winter. 

The other part of Inyo-Mono in- 
cluded in this section is the Upper 
Owens River. It is reached by turning 
eastward from U. S. 395 between Casa 
Diablo and Crestview. Served by two 
popular resorts, this area provides ex- 
cellent stream fishing (trout are usually 
nice size), good accommodations, camp- 
ing facilities at Big Springs, and excel- 
lent deer hunting during the season. 

Anglers will be especially well pleas- 
ed with the large Brown Trout on the 
Upper Owens River in addition to the 
many fine Rainbows and occasional Cut- 
throats. This is one of the really fine 
fishing spots in Inyo-Mono.

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Gull, Silver, and Grant Lakes; Rush Creek Included in This Popular Region 


Chances are you've heard of the June 
Lake Loop area because it has long been 
one of the most popular of all High 
Sierra resort regions. Vacationers have 
been coming to “The Loop” for many 
years, some return every season. You 
reach the area by following U.S. High- 
way 395 north from Casa Diablo 
(Mammoth turnoff), past Crestview, 
and north to June Lake Junction, where 
a good surfaced road swings westward. 

June Lake Village, two miles west 
of U. S. 395, is one of the largest of 
the resort colonies. It boasts good stores, 
service stations, motels, resorts, boat 
landings, trailer parks, cocktail lounges, 
a movie theatre, and cabled television. 

June Lake has long been established 
as a favorite with fishermen and other 
summer vacationists. The lake is ex- 
ceedingly beautiful and you get a breath- 
taking view of it as you cross “Oh 
Ridge,” just west of June Lake Junction. 
Most of the fishing is done from boats 
and they can be obtained from three 
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SILVER LAKE 


boat landings on the lake. Or use your 
own, if you wish. 

As you continue along the surfaced 
Loop Road, you soon come to Gull 
Lake, smallest of the group of four lakes 
in the area. But, while it is small, it its 
usually quite good for fishing. And, like 
all the other low-level lakes here, it 1s 
planted quite heavily with catchable- 
size Rainbows by the Department of 
Fish and Game. Plenty of good Brookies 
are caught here, too. A resort and boat 
landing serve this immediate vicinity. 

You ll find several resorts located on 
the road between Gull and Silver Lake, 
a distance of about 5 miles. Silver Lake, 
itself, is one of the most scenic in Inyo- 
Mono. And, there’s usually good angl- 
ing here, with some of the fish going 
pretty large. A resort, pack station, and 
trailer park serve the immediate area. 

Rush Creek, which starts in the high 
country and drains into Silver Lake and 
then passes on through Grant Lake into 
Mono Lake, is a good fishing stream. for

most of its length. It is heavily planted 
and heavily fished. The Department of 
Fish and Game stocks it with Rainbows, 
but there are plenty of native Browns 
in this stream—and some of them large. 


There are several excellent public 
camp grounds in this immediate area 
also. And they are quite popular during 
the summer. 

Continuing on around the Loop 
Road, about 414 miles farther, you 
come to Grant Lake. This is the largest 
in the June Lake Loop area and usually 
the fishing is quite good. Some of the 
largest fish in the region are caught on 
Grant by those who know how. Boats 
and motors are available at the landing. 


The June Lake area is blessed with 
some beautiful mountain scenery and 
there are many fine back-country lakes, 
including Thousand Island, Gem, Alger, 
Agnew, and others. Some of them pro- 
vide good fishing for Golden Trout. 
They may be reached by hike or by 
pack outfit from Silver Lake.

Good Fishing, Lots of Interesting Mountain Scenery in This Part of Sierras 


A few miles north of the June Lake 
turnoff, on U.S. 395, you'll reach Lee 
Vining, a live-wire community which 
boasts good stores, motels, restaurants. 

Known as the “eastern gateway to 
Yosemite National Park,’ because the 
Tioga Pass Road terminates just south 
of town, Lee Vining has its full quota 
of motels, service stations, restaurants, 
stores, etc. It is the natural center for 
the recreational areas on the Tioga 
Road and also on U. S. 395 as far north 


as Conway Summit. 


If you take State Route 120 west- 
ward from Lee Vining (zt’s not open 
during the winter), you will follow Lee 
Vining Creek up to the entrance of 
Yosemite National Park. On the way 


you'll find some good stream fishing and . 


some better-than-average lake angling 
on such places as Tioga, Ellery, Saddle- 
bag, etc. 

All along the creek, and near some 
of these lakes, are excellent camping 
spots. Some are set up and maintained 
by the U. S. Forest Service. Others are 


maintained by the County of Mono. All 
are popular. A resort also serves this 
immediate area, near the entrance to 
the Park. 

Yosemite National Park, of course, 
needs little introduction. It is famous 
the world over for its outstanding scenic 
wonders. But many visitors who enter 
Yosemite from the west never see the 
thrilling natural beauty of the upper 
road which winds its way out of the 
more popular part of the Park, 


The Tioga Pass Highway, as it ts 
often called, is the shortest route across 
the Sierras from many points in the Bay 
Region and in the central valleys of 
California. While the road is narrow 
and winding for much of its length, it 
more than makes up for this with its 
breathtaking beauty. If you like Sierra 
scenery at its best, you'll find it along 
this road, both inside and outside Yose- 
mite National Park. 


Back down on U. S. 395, as you tra- 
vel northward, you see Mono Lake on 
the right and also the Mono Craters.

Mono Lake, while the largest in the 
Inyo-Mono area, provides no fishing. 
Because of the high mineral content of 
the water, there is practically no marine 
life. However, it is quite scenic and ideal 
for water skiing and swimming. 


A few miles farther to the north, 
there is a turn-off which takes you in to 
Lundy Lake, about 5 miles off the main 
highway. Lundy has always been con- 
sidered one of the better fishing lakes 
and annually produces lots of Rain- 
bows, Eastern Brookies, and even some 
Browns. A resort serves this area. 


Continuing northward on U. S. 395, 
you will readily feel the climb to Con- 
way Summit (elevation 8,138 feet). 
Here at “The Top,” you can turn west- 
ward and reach the popular Virginia 
Lakes area, about 6 miles away. A te- 
sort serves this area which includes Big 
and Little Virginia Lake, Blue, Trum- 
bull, and other lakes. Good back-coun- 
try can be readily reached by pack train 
from here, too. Excellent fishing usually 
prevails.

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Good news for people entering and leaving Yosemite 
National Park by the Tioga Pass Road! It won't be long 
now until the new road through the park, replacing the 
rough and outmoded 21-mile stretch of “cowtrail” which 
has long been a deterrent to traffic over this route, will be 
completed. 

Work was started on the big project in the Park last 
year and it is hoped that it will be entirely complete by 1960, 
according to John Preston, park superintendent. By far the 
largest item in the Park’s 1957-58 budget is $2,196,300 to 
complete the clearing and grading on the remaining 1014 
miles of the old Tioga Pass Road. Total cost of the project, 
which will include final top surfacing and construction of a 
new bridge across Yosemite Creek, will run about five mil- 
lion dollars. 

Preston states that the completion date will come none 
too soon as the old 21-mile section, with its steep grades 
and sharp turns, cannot continue to handle the present traf- 
fic volume. Frequent traffic jams are always an irritation to 
Park visitors and a constant source of complaints, Preston 
points out. And Inyo-Mono people have long felt that a new 
road across the Park from the Tioga entrance would greatly 
increase the traffic to and from this Eastern High Sierra Area. 

Preston also reveals that Tioga Pass led all other Park 
entrances in the percentage of traffic increase for 1957, in 
spite of the fact that the road was torn up by construction.

A total of 144,481 visitors entered the Park via Tioga Road 
(in California it’s state route 120) during the 1957 season 
as compared to 127,582 for 1956. This is an increase of ap- 
proximately 12 per cent as compared to a 2 per cent increase 
for the Park as a whole. 

Superintendent Preston reports that the new Tioga Road 
will be the first road in the Park engineered to bring out the 
maximum scenic attractions of the High Sierra mountains, 
Scenic overlooks and vista points will be provided at frequent 
intervals so that visitors may stop and enjoy the superb 
views from the best vantage points. The most important sec- 
tions of the old Tioga Road will be retained for those lovers 
of the Old West who enjoy a leisurely drive on quiet moun- 
tain roads. These portions of the old road will also provide 
access to the many small, primitive campgrounds along the 
route. 

With the completion of the new road through Yosemite 
National Park, there will undoubtedly be a big demand for 
improvement of the California state highway from the east- 
ern Park entrance to its junction with U.S. 395 at Lee Vin- 
ing. Mike Foley, District [IX engineer for the Division of 
Highways, reports no plans as yet have been made for re- 
building part of State Route 120. But he did indicate the de- 
partment would be alert to the situation and would make a 
survey when it seemed necessary. Getting funds for the state 
highway, of course, is a major item, he pointed out.

Wide Variety of Trout Fishing in This Large Area of Northern Mono County 


Northern Mono County offers a great 
variety of trout fishing, mountain scen- 
ery, resort accommodations, and camp- 
ing opportunities. This, the final sec- 
tion of The Inyo-Mono Fishing Guide, 
pictorially covers this popular area, 
from Bridgeport northward to Topaz. 


Bridgeport, a lively little town which 
is the county seat of Mono county, pro- 
vides unusually good restaurants, motels, 
stores, service stations, and other busi- 
nesses. It is the natural center of this 
area. 


Actually, we have started this séction 
just north of the Conway Summit area, 
with Green Creek and Green Lakes. 
They are reached by a road leading 
10 miles westward from U. S. 395. You 
can hike to other streams and lakes in 
this immediate area. Or, if you prefer, a 
nearby pack station can supply you 
horses. 


If you wish to fish East Walker Riv- 
er, or the Bridgeport Reservoir, just 
keep to the right (Sweetwater Road) 
instead of going all the way into Bridge- 
port. It’s only two miles to the Reser- 
voir and, chances are, you'll find some 
good fishing this year. 

About 12 miles to the south and 
west of Bridgeport, on a newly-con- 
structed surfaced road, are the Twin 
Lakes, probably the most popular fish- 
ing waters in Northern Mono County. 
Both are heavily stocked with catch- 
able-size Rainbow Trout each year and 
both are usually excellent fishing. 

Continuing northward on U. S. 395, 
you ll soon come to the turn-off (Sonora 
Pass Road) which takes you to the Lea- 
vitt Meadows area, served by a resort 
and pack station. There is good fishing 
here, especially in the back country 
lakes like Fremont, Lane, Hidden, etc. 

Back again on U. S. 395, you drive 
alongside West Walker River, one of 
the best big fishing streams in the area. 
You can fish it anywhere, from Leavitt 
northward to Topaz, because it is so 
readily accessible. There are lots of big 
ones in here in addition to the thousands 
of catchable-size Rainbows that are 
planted each year. 


You'll pass Rancho Jan Karlos and 
the Walker community before you reach 


Coleville. A variety of good back-coun- 
try can be reached from Coleville and 
some of the lakes and streams are “tops” 
in fishing. 

Topaz Lake is at the extreme north-

Reno Men Enjoy Day 
Of Fabulous Fishing 


Like many other anglers who visited the Bridgeport Area 
early in the 1957 season, this group of Reno men found fish- 
ing “fabulous” on Lake Bridgeport (Reservoir), Robinson 
and Buckeye creeks. (Names of group are included in the 
caption on the opposite page). 

One of the men, Thomas C. Wilson, advertising execu- 
tive, reported: “I’ve fished all my life, mostly on dry flies, 
but I never saw anything like we had opening weekend.
